ACT No. XIX. OF 1847. 


An Act to make certain Amendments tn the Arti- 


cles of War for the Government of the Nitive Officers 
and Soldiers tn the Military Service of the East 


India Company. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to make certain 
Amendments in the Articles of War provided by 
Act XX. of 1845, for the Government of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers in the Miltary Ser-~ 
vice of the East India Company, and for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice by Courts Martial to be 
holden on such Officers and Soldiers: 


1. It ietherefore hereby enacted, that from and 
after the First day of March 1848, the Articles of 
War provided by Act XX. of 1845, are repealed. 


Il. And it ie enacted, that the following Arti- 
cles of War shall from and after the said day be 
the Articles of War for the Government of the 
said Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Service of the said Company, and for the Admi- 
nistration of Justice by Courts Martial ro be holden 
on such Officers and Soldiers. Provided always

SECTION I.

cise his discretion in complying or not with such 
application; but the permission of such General 
or other Officer so to proceed, shall be entered 
upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender, 


Provided that Mutiny shall not be considered 
one of the offences admitting of such discretionary 
investigation. 

And that in cases where offences desigtiated 
“ Disgraceful Conduct” in these Articles of War, 
and admittitig of less serious notice, shall be tried 
by apnea Courts Martial, the term “ Dis. 

ceful Conduct” shall be omitted in the Charge ; 


and the offender shall on conviction be liable to 


suffer such punishment ag a Regimental’ Court 
Martial is by these Articles of War empowered to 
award. 

Offences on the Line of March ov on hoard Vessels 

| Article 69, 

For offences committed on the Line of “farch, 
or on board any Ship or other Vessel, the Officer 
in Command of the ‘Troops its hereby authorized to 
try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment 
Court) Martial, and to confirm and execute the 
Sentence on the spot 5 

Provided that such Sentence shall in no case 
exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial ts 
competent to award;--and that the proceedings 
held inall such eases shall be transmitted for the 
information of the Commander in Chief. 


SECTION HL 
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Adininistration of Justice, 
Articir 70. 


Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit 
a crime deserving punishment by Court Martial, 
he shall, by his Commanding Officer, be put under 
arrest, if an Officer or Non-Commissioned Officer; 
or if a Soldier, be confined; until he shall be 
either tried by a Court Martial, or shall be lawfully 
discharged by a proper authority; and no Officer 
or Soldier who shall be put ino such arrest o1 
confinement shall continue in his confinement 
longer than may be actually unavordable. 


And such process of arrest or confinement, or 
an attempt to effect such process, shall in no 
case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but 
where resistance may be made, or from other 
circumstances such precess may be impracticable, 
the offender or offenders shall be hable to trial 
and punishment at auy subsequent period, within 
the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 


Anricinc 7. 


No person shall be lable to be tried or punish- 
ed for any offence against these Articles, which 
shall appear to bave been committed more than 
three years previous to the order directing the 
assembly of the Court Martial whereby he 1s to 
be tried, unless the person aceused, by reasow. of 
his absenting himself, or some other thanifest 
impediment, shall not have been amenable to 
justice within that period; in which case such 
person shall be liable to be tried, at any time not 
exceeding (7 years after the impediment shall 
have ceased. 

ANTICLE 72, 

Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who may commit any offence against the same, 
may be tried and punished for such offence in any 
place within the British Territories, or elsewhere, 
where he may have come after the commission of 
the offence, in the same manner as tf the offence 
had been committed where such trial shall take 


place. 
ARTICLE 73. 


The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies 
of Fort William, Fort Saint George, and Bombay 
respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Martial, and confirm, 
and mitigate or commute, or remit the Sentences 
of such Courts;.and may issue his Warrant to 
any General or other Officer having the Command 
of a Body of Troops in the aervice of Hey Mafésty, 
or of the East India Company, empowering such 
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Officer to app -int General, or District, or Garri- 
son Courts Martial as occasion may require, for 
the trial of offences committed by any of the 
Olficers, or So dters, or [Followers in the service 
of the said Company, being Natives of the East 
Indies. or of other places within the limits of the 
snd Company’s Charter, and to contirm, aud miti- 
gate or commute, or remit the sentences of such 
Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 74. 


A General Court Martial shall not consist of 
less than (efeen Commissioned Officers, unless it 
be held out of the East India Company’s ‘Perriro- 
ries, where such Court Martial may consist of 
serena Commissioned Officers, if a greater number 
canuot be convemently assembled And uo sen. 
tence of a General Court Martial shall be put in 
execution until after a report shill have been made 
of the whole proceedings to the Commander in 
Chief, or to some other person daly authorized to 
eoufirm the same, and until his directions shall 
have been signified thereupon. 





Powers of a General Court Martial. 


Fated 


* ARTICLE 735. 


A General Court Martial may sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to Death or Transportation, for 
any erimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made lable to sentence of Death or 
Transportation, aud for such erimes ouly. 


And when a Commissioned Officer shall be 
convicted of any offeuce, of which the punishment 
is not defined in these Articles of War, or 18 left 
discretionary, a General Court Martial may adjudge 
such Officer to be Dismissed the service s——or to 
be Suspended from Rank and Pay and Allowances, 
for a stated period ;—or to be Placed lower on the 
list of his rank, by an alteration of the date of his 
Commission, thereby losing the corresponding 
benefit of length of service; and the Court shall 
In every such sentence specify the extent or degree 
of Suspension or Reduction, which they shall so 
adjudge ;—or the Court may sentence such Officer 
to bé Keprimanded in such manner as the Come 
mander tu Chief may direct, 

And a General Court Martial may sentence 
any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to 
the ranks;-—-or may sentence any Non-Com- 
mis-ioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the 
service ;—or to be Placed lower in the lst of the 
rank which he holds (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldier 
to suffer Corporal Punishment ‘not exceeding 
Jifty lashes ;—or Imprisonment with or without 
bard labour not exceeding two years ;—and to be 
kept in solitary confinement for any portion or 
portions of such Imprisonment, not exceeding 
twenty-eight days ata time, Mor eighty-four days 


in any one year, with intervals befween the periods. 


of solitary confinement, of not less duration than 
such periods of solitary confinement. Provided that 
no Soldier shall be kept in solitary confinement 
more than-eighty-four days in any one year, whether 
by the sentence of one or more Courts Martial, 
or by otder of hie Commanding Officer. 


- And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
either to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprison- 
ment, ag aforesaid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture 
of all advantage as to additional Pay and to Pen- 
sion ow discharge, whith might have otherwise 
accrued from the length or nature of his former 
service; or to Forfeiture of sach advantage abso- 
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lutely, whether it might have accrued from past 
service, or might accrue from future service, 
according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
canduct. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
to the punishment of “Dismissal, sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and 
Aliowa: ces due at the time of his discharge, or 
such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any loss or damage arising out of bis 
misconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment 
not involving Dismissal from the service, may 
seutence any Officer or Soldier to be put ander 
Stoppages not exceeding two-thirds of his Pay 
and Allowances in the ease of an OmMeer, and not 
exceeding half of bis Pay and Allowances in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, 
until the amount of such loss or damage be made 


good.

Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the 
Conanander in Chicf. 


AnricLe 76. 


In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by a General Court Martial, 
for any offence against diseipline for which sentence 
ef Death is awardable under these Arucles of 
War, the Commander in Chief may confirm such 
Sentence and cause it to be earried into effect, or 
may, instead of causing such Sentence to be carrt- 
ed into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, to 
be “Pransported for life, or to be Imprisoned for 
any term of years, or to be Dismissed; and, ifa 
Soldier, to be ‘Transported for life, or to be Impr- 
soned with or without Pard Labour either for 
life, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without solitary confinement, (to be regulated as 
aforesaid,) as to the Commander in Chief may 
seem meet, 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
Transportation, the Commander in Chief may in 
lieu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned 
for any term of years, or to be Dismissed And 
in cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
he Dismissed from the service, the Commander in 
Chief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, 
that the offender be Suspended from Rank and 
Pay and Allowances for a certain period. to be 
distinetly specified by the Commander in Chief, 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Z'ransportation passed on a Soldier, to 
Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement (to be 
regulated as aforesaid); and such imprisonment 
may be either for the same period for which 
‘Transportation shall have been awarded, or for 
any lesser period. 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Corporal Punishment to Dismissal 
from the sersice; or, in the case of a Non- 
Commissioned Officer may mitigate such Sen- 
tence to Reduction to the ranks; or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier may com- 
mute such Sentence to Imprisonment without 
Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
finement (to be regulated as aforesaid,) for any 
period not exceeding étwo years. 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers, Sen- 
tenced to be Dismissed from the service, the 
Commander in Chief may, in lieu of such punish- 
ment, direct that the offender be Reduced to the 
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ranks, or placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds; (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing.) 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Jmpri- 
senment with Hard Labour, the Commander in 
Chicf may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offender to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case 
of a Nou-Commisstoned Officer: or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier by diract- 
ine that he be Dismissed from the service ; or 
suffer Imprisonment without Dard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid.) for any period not exceeding 
that for which he shall bave been Sentenced to 
such Imprisunmeut with Hard Labour. 

ARTICLE 77, 

A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Seren Commissioned Offi- 
cere, except in situations where that number 
cannot be conveniently assembled, when such 
Court may consist of not less thau Five Commis- 
sioned Officers. And such District, or Garrison 
Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the 
saine Hegimenut, and sball be assembled in conf or- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief. 

And the Sentence of a Distsict, or Garrison 
Court Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
mander in Chief, or by some Officer duly autho- 
rized to confirm the same. 
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Commutation of Sent nce, 


And the Commander in Chief is empowered to 
remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Maynal, in the same manner aa the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and. to 
delegate to or withhold from Commanding Officers 
the power of convening such Courts Martial, and 
of confirming, remitting, mitigating, ot commut- 
ing the Sentences of such Courts (not ncluding 
forfeiture of pay or pension or other advantaae), as 
the Commander in Chief may deem to be most 
expedient. 

And in case of any Sentence, including for- 
feiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Dis- 
charge, or of any prospective advantage, such 


‘Sentence shall not be carried into effect until 


confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective alvantage 
shall be restorable by the same authority. 





Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial, 
* AnrricLe 78. 


A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissigned Officer to be Ke- 
duced to the ranks,—or may Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed 
from the Service; or to be placed Jower in the list, 
of the rank which he holds (avhich shall not involve 
any furfeiture of service or other advantage, ex- 
cept that of standing;) or may Sentence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed. 
ing fifty lashes ; ot Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour not exceeding one year, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid.) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment as 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of all 
advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension on 
Discharge, which might have otherwise accrued 


from the length or nature of his former service, or 
to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whe- 
ther it might have accrued from past service, or 
might accrue from future service, according to the 
nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct. 


And such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may 
be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct ; and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such Jess or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 79. 


A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of 
not lesa than Five Commissioned Officers, (unless 
it be found impracticable to assemble that number, 
when Three may be sufficient:) and shall be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment. And no Sentence of a Regimental 
Court Martial shall be of force until the Com- 
manding Officer shall have coufirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shull 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever 
passed by such Court, and thereupon to cause the 
offender to be released and to return to hig duty. 


Commutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer ahall have 
power to confirm and carry into effect or to 
mitigate all Sentences whatever passed by such 
Court; and to commute a Sentence of Curporal 
Punishment to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be 
regulated as aforesaid,) for any period for which 
such Court is competent to Sentence an offender 
to suffer Imprisonment and in the same manner; 
and to mitigate a Sentence of (Dismissal in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer, to Reduction 
to the Ranks;—and to commute a Sentence of 
Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the 
Ranks; or to Imprisonment without Hard Labour. 





Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 80. 


A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to the 
yanks ;—-or may sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ; 
—or to be placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds (which shall not involve any forfei- 
tare of service or other advantage, except that of 
standing, )—-or may Sentence any Soldier to suffer 
Corporat Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ; 
or Imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
any period not exceeding siz calendar months ; and 
to be kept in solitary confinement (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid.) 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay aud Allowances due at the time 
of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
may be required: to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct;-and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commilesioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages net 
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exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good, 


AnTICLE 8], 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of hig 
own Regiment, may assemble xegimental Detach- 
ment Coarts Martial ;—and an Officer Command- 
ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courts 
Martial ;——and all such Courts shall be constituted 
in the same manner ag Regimental Courts Martial 
under the provisions of these Articles of War, and 
shall have the like powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of War 
relating to Courts Martial held in Regiments, 
shall be taken to apply to Courta Martial held in 
Detachments, in all practicable cases, 


Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
of less than four ‘Troops or Companies, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four ‘lroops or 
Companies, and not being on the line of march or 
on board any ship or other vessel, ghall carry into 
effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial 
held by his order, until the Sentence shall have 
been confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the 
nearest Superior Officer holding a Command of 
not less than a Regiment ;—(who is bereby autho- 
rized to confirm the same, in lke manner, ag an 
Officer Commanding a Regiment is empowered to 
Jo ;)—-Tex:ept in detached situations beyond Sea or 
out of the British ‘Verritories, or when on Service 
in the field, or in cases where an immediate exumple 
ig necessary and reference cannot be made to 
such Commanding or Superior Officer without 
detriment to the Service; when the Officer Com. 
manding such Detachment may exercise the powers 
which are vested in an Officer Commanding a 
Regiment. 

Arricie 82. 


At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
Court, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
and Imprisonment form a part of the Sentence, 
no portion of the Imprisonment should be Solitary ; 
—or, should Corporal Punishment be awardable 
to the offender, that it shall not be awarded in the 
particular case; and the Court will govern itself 
accordingly ; and such instruction shall be in writ- 
ing, and shall be attached to the proceedings of the 
Court. 





Execution of Sentences of Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 83. 


In every sentence of Death awarded by a Ge- 
neral Court Martial, the Court shall apecify that 
the offender shall “ suffer death by being hanged 
by the neck until he be dead,” or “ by being shot 
to death,’’ as the Court in their discretion shall 
deem expedient; and sueh sentence, if confirmed, 
shall be carried into effect accordingly. 


ARTICLE 84, 


Whenever the sentence of a General Court 
Martial shall adjudge Transportation, or sentence 
of Death shall be commuted by competent autho- 
rity te (Nasr ahora any of the Sudder Courts 
shall give effect to such sentence, or commuted 
sentence, on the same being certified to the Court 
under the authority of the Commander in Chief. 


And whenever any sentence of a Court Martial 
shall adjudge Impriconment with hard labour, or 
with Solitary confinement, or’ both, ‘or whenever 
the sentence of a Court Martial shall be commuted 


to any such Imprisonment, it shall be the duty of 
every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender being delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence 
by the Officer Commanding the Station or Regi- 
ment or Detacament, within which the trial is held. 


ARTICLE 8&5. 


Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to 
Imprisonment for life, or a sentence of Death shall 
be commuted to Imprisonment for life, it shall be 
Jawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be Transported beyond sea for life, and 
such order shall thereupon be made, unless there 
should be special reasons inducing the Commander 
in Chief to think such prisoner not a proper sub- 
ject for Transportation. 


ARTICLE 86. 


Persons sentenced to Imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprisoned in any public prison 
or in any other fit place which the Commander in 
Chief shall from time to time direct. 

ARTICLE 87, 

Every Soldier sentenced to Imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall, previous to undergoing such 
punishment, be struck off the strength of his 
Corps from the date of confirmation of such 
sentence; and no Soldier who has undergone such 
punishment for any period shall be capable of 
being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving 
pension on discharge. 


ARTICLE 88. 


Offenders sentenced to Dismissal for disgraceful 
conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corpora! Punishment, 
or to Imprisonment with hard labour for disgrace- 
Jul conduct shall, on any such sentence being 
confirmed, be Dismissed with Ignominy. 

ARTICLE 89. 

In every case wherein a fine, or forfeiture of 
arrears of pay, or stoppages shall be adjudged by 
a Court Martial, any pay or public money due to 
the offender, or that may become due to him, shall 
be available, with the sanction of the Commander 
in Chief, for the payment of the amount so 
adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to 
stoppages to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct, shall be continued 
under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such 
sentence for any period exceeding one year; aud 
no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppages exceeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances. 





Forms of Proceeding. 
ArricLte 90. 

Trials by Courts Martial may be carned on 
between the hours of six in the morning and four 
in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in 
cases which may require an immediate example. 

ARTICLE 9]. 

At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, or 
an European Officer of not less than ten years 
service, shall be appointed to conduct the pro- 
ceedings. 

At all Courts Martial inferior to General, an 
European Officer of not leas than four years

Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceedings. 


AnrTicLE 92. 


An Interpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Interpreter or other competent 
person available at the Station where the Court 
Martial may sit shall be appointed as occasion 
may require by the Officer Commanding at auch 
Station, on application from the Judge Advocate 
or Superintending Officer at such Court Martial. 
But m situations where the services of an Inter- 
preter or other competent person are not available, 
the Superintending Officer atthe Court Martial 
shall perform the duty of Interpreter. 


ARTICLE 93. 


At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall 
sit as President without being so appointed by 
Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence according to the dates of their 
Commissions, and above all Native Officers holding 
the rank of Subadar or Jemadar ; and that Sirdar 
Bahadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only accord- 
ing to their respective Commissions of Subadar 
Major, Subadar, or Jemadar. Rissaldars and 
Rissaidars will take rank with Subadars, and Naib 
Rissaldars with Jemadars, according to the dates 
of their respective Commissions. 


In case of the death or unavoidable absence of 
the President, the next Senior Member shall take 
the place of President, and the trial shall proceed, 
provided that the Court shall still consist of at 
least the number of Members of which such Court 
is directed to consist by these Articles of War. 


ARTICLE 94. 


No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revised more than once, and no Evidence 
shall be received on such revision. For the pur- 
pose of such revision the President and all the 
Members shall be convened if possible. But if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the 
remaining Members may proceed with such revi- 
sion, provided they are not fewer than the smallest 
number directed in these Articles respectively. 
When all the same Members do not meet, the 
circumstances are to be duly certified on the face 
of the proceedings. 
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Manner of Voting. 


ARTICLE 95, 


All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in giving their votes upon all 
matters are to begin with the youngest; and in all 
cases where a sentence of death may not be 
awarded, the decision shall be by the majority of 
Members present, provided the number of Mem- 
bers present be not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the prisoner; 
the President at a Court Martial shall vote with 
the other Members, but shall have no casting vote. 
Provided, that in cases of an e uality of votes 
upon other questions than the dnding and the 
sentence, the President shall have a casting vote. 


ARTICLE 96, 


No sentence of death shall be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consist of seven. 


Affirmations 
ARTICLE 97. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending Kuropean Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation : 


“J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence of 
“ Almighty God, that I will faithfully interpret 
“and translate the proceedings of the Court, and 
“that I will not divulge the sentence until it shall 
* have been published by authority; and further, 
“that I will not disclose or discover the vote ur 
“opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
‘unless required to give evidence thereof by a 
« Court of Justice or Court Martial, in due course 
* of Law.” 


In case of the unavoidable absence of an Inter- 
preter, the [uropean Superintending Officer of a 
Court Martial inferior to General, shall make the 
the Solemn Affirmation prescribed for the Inter- 
preter. 

The Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer 
shall then cause the following Solemn Affirmation 
to be made by each Member: 


«J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence o 
“ Almighty God, that I will duly administer justice 
“according to the Articles of War, without parti- 
© ality, favour, or affection, and, 1f any doubt shall 
“ arise, then, according ta my conscience, the hast 
« of my understanding, and the cnstom of War in 
‘the ike cases, and that I will not divulge the 
“sentence of the Court until it shall be published 
“by authority; and further, that I will not disclose 
‘or discover the vote or opinion of any particular 
‘ Member of the Court, unless required to give 
“evidence thereof by a Court of Justice ora 
«“ Court Martial in due course of Law.” 


The following Solemn Affirmation shall then be 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending Officer: 


«J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence of 
* Almighty God, that I will not upon any account 
‘whatsoever disclose or discover the vote or 
‘opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
“ Martial, unless required to give evidence thereof 
‘Sas a witnesa by a Court of Justice, or a Court 
«“ Martial in due course of law, aad that I will not, 
‘unless it be necessary for the due discharge of 
“my official duties, disclose the sentence of the 
« Court, until it shall be published by authority.” 


Provided, that it shall be necessary to re-admi- 
nister these Solemn Affirmations on the commence- 
ment of fresh trials before the same Court. 


ARTICLE 98. 


All persons who give evidence at a Court 
Martial are to be examined on Oath according to 
the forms of their respective religions or on A ffir- 
mation—and persons of the Hindoo or Mahome- 
dan persuasion and other persons making Affir- 
mation, shall make Affirmation to the following 
effect : 

+ J goleronly affirm, in the presence of Almighty 
* God, that what J shall atate shall be the truth, 
‘‘ the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” 


And if any person making each Affirmation as 
aforesaid, shall wilfully and falsely state any 
matter or thing which if the same had been sworn 
would have amounted to perjury, every such 
offender shall be subject to the same punishment 
to which persons convicted of perjury are subject. 


Summoning Witnesses not amenable to these Articles 
ARTICLE 99. 


In all cases where persons required as witnesses 
before a Court Martial, may not be amenable to 
Military Law, the Judge Advocate or Commanding 
Officer shall transmit to the Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, his 
summons for the attendance of such person, and 
the Magistrate shall cause the witness to be duly 
summoned. 





Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 
AnticLe 100. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by ‘Lroops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provost Marshals shall be appointed by the 
Commander in Chief, and their Powers shall be 
regulated according to the established Usages of 
War and Rules of the Service; their duties are to 
take charge of Prisoners confined for offences of a 
general description; to preserve good Order and 
Discipline; to prevent Breaches of both, by 
Soldiers aud Followers of the Army, and to 
punish on the spot, on the same day, those whom 
they may find in the iminediate act of committiug 
Breaches of good Order and Military Discipline ; 
Provided, that the punishment be limited tu the 
necessity of the case, and shall accord with the 
orders whieh the Provost Marshals mav fiom time 
to time receive from the Commander of the Torces 
in the Field, and that whatever may be the crime, 
the Provost Marshal or his Assistant shall see the 
offender commit the act, for which summary 
punishment may be inflicted, or if the Provost 
Marshal or bis Assistant should not see the offender 
actually commit the crime, but that sufficient 
proot can be established of the offender’s guilt, a 
Report shall be made to the Commander of the 
Army in the Field, who is hereby empowered to 
deal with the case as he may deem most conducive 
to the maintenance of good Order and Military 
Discipline. ‘The duties of Provost Marshals being 
limited to the punishment of offenders whom they 
may detect in the actual commision of any crime, 
the General Commanding the Forces in the Iield 
will cause them to exercisse the powers entrusted 
to them in such manner and under such circum- 
stances as he may consider best calculated to 
prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious 
to the Discipline of the East India Company’s 
Army and the Public Service. 


Trials by European Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 10]. 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such claim, the 
Court, whether General, District, or Garrison, or 
Regimental, shall be composed of European Com- 
missioned Officers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to the Governor 
General of India in Council by a General Order 
to authorize the Native Troops of any of the 
Presidencies to claim to be tried in like manner 
by Eurepean Courts Martial. | 


SECTION IV. 
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Effects of the Dead. 
* ARTICLE 102. 


When any Officer or Soldier, or any person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Public Department belonging to the 
Army, may die, or be killed in the service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Party, or 
Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if no 
Heir or Executor be present, secure his Effects, 
and direct an inventory thereof to he taken, a 
duplicate of which is to be lodged in the Office of 
the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the Depart- 
ment. 

* ARTICLE 103. 


If there be no Heir or Executor on the spot, the 
Effects are to be publicly sold; the Commanding 
Officer of the Regiment or Party, or Officer in 
charge of the Department, after discharging the 
debts of the deceased, viz. the expense of Funeral 
Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quarters, and 
Regimental Debts of every description, shall 
account for the residue to the Hleir or Heirs 
declared by Wall, whether written or verbal, or 
nominated in the Regimeutal Register, or in 
failure of such to the legal representative of the 
deceased; and in the event of no Executor, Heir, 
or other representative of the deceased attending 
and establishing his claim within twelve months 
fiom the date of the casualty, the amount in the 
hands of the Officer haviag charge of the Estate, 
iy to be remitted to the General Treasury at the 
Presidency. 





SECTION V. 


Miscellaneous. 
ARTICLE J04. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted by the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Gene- 
ral ‘Treasury at the Presidency, or appropriated 
according to the rules obtaining at such Presi- 
deney, 

ArTIcLeE 105. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to the Commander in Chief, shall 
be construed to extend to the Commander in Chief 
at any Presidency, and to the Officer Commanding 
the Forces for the time being at any Presidency, 
unless when otherwise provided. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to Soldiers, shall be construed to 
extend to Non-Commissioned Officers, unless when 
otherwise provided. 


ARTICLE 106. 


When any portion of the Troops belonging to 
one Presidency shall he serving within the limits 
of another Presidency, such Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, during such service, under the 
orders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Presi- 
dency within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of these Articles of War, in the same 
manner as though they belonged to such Presi- 
dency ; and all the provisions of these Articles of 
War, which relate to the trial and punishment of 
offenders belonging to the Presidency within which 
the trial is held, are hereby declared applicable to 
the trial and punishment of offenders amenable to 


these Articles of War serving within such Presi- 
dency. Provided always, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Council in his executive 
capacity, to direct that the Troops, or any part 
thereof of any Presidency, whilst serving without 
the limits of such Presidency shall continue under 
the orders and authority of the Commander in 
Chief, or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the 
Presidency to which they belong for all purposes 
of these Articles. 
ARTICLE 107. 


Any Officer Commanding anv portion of the 
East India Company’s Troops which may at any 
time be serving in any place out of ler Majesty’s 
Dominions, or of the Possessions or ‘Territories 
which are or may be under the Government of the 
said Company, or of the ‘Territories of those 
States in alliance with the said Company in which 
the said Company’s Forces are permanently 
stationed, shall, upon complaint made to him of 
any offence committed against the property or 
person of any inhabitant or resident in any such 
countries, by any person serving with or belonging 
to the Company’s Army, being under the imme- 
diate Command of any such Officer, summon and 
cause to assemble a General Court Martial, which 
shall consist of not less than three Officers, for the 
purpose of trying any such person, notwithstand- 
ing any such Officer shall not have received anv 
Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts 
Martial; and every such Court Martial shall have 
the same powers in regard to summoning and 
examining witnesses, trial of, and sentence upon 
any such offenders as are granted by these Articles 
to General Courts Martial; provided that no 
sentence of any such Court Martial shall be 
executed until the General Commanding in Chief 
the Army to which the Division, Brigade, Detach- 
ment, or Party to which any person so tried, 
convicted and adjudged to suffer punishment shail 
belong, shall have approved and confirmed the 
same; except where such sentence shall not exceed 
the powers granted by these Articles to a District, 
or Garrison Court Martial, in which ease the 
Officer by whom the Court is convened is hereby 
authorized to confirm or commute, or mitigate, or 
remit the same; reporting the proceedings to the 
said General Commanding in Chief. 


ARTICLE 108. 


General Courts Martial onlv shall have the 
power to try Commissioned Officers; or to pass 
Sentence of Death or Transportation on any 
offenders. 

Anticite 109. 


No person, being acquitted or convicted before 
a Court Martial of any offence, shall be liable to 
be tried a second time by the same or any other 
Court Martial for the same offence. Provided 
always, that after a Soldier shall have been found 
guilty by a Court Martial of any military offence, 
such Court Martial shall inquire into and receive 
evidenve uf any previous conviction of such Soldier 
before a Court Martial or a Court of Justice, and 
shall enquire into the general character of sach 
Soldier; for the purpose of affixing the punish- 
ment to which he is liable to be sentenced for the 
offence of which he has been so found guilty. 

Provided that no such evidence shall in any 
case be received until the Court shall have ascep- 
tained that such Soldier had previously to bis trial 
received notice of the intention to preduce such 
evidence on the same.

No Non-Commissioned Officer shall be Reduced 
to the ranks but by the sentence of a Court Martial, 
or by order of the Commander in Chief of the 
Presidency to which the offender shall belong.

Any Officer or Soldier thinking himself wronged 
by his Superior or other Officer ts to complain 
thereof to the Commanding Officer of his Troop 
or Company, by whom if the grievance be not 
redressed, such Officer, Non-Commissiened Officer, 
or Soldier, may complain to the Commanding 
Officer of his Regiment, who is hereby required to

Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall be taken 
prisoner by the Enemy, shall forfeit all claim to 
pay and allowances during the perivd of his 
remaining a prisoner and until he shall again 
return to the service; when, if he can establish, 
before a Court Martial, that he was unavoidably 
taken prisoner in the course of service, and regist- 
ed as long as he was able, and that he hath not 
served with or assisted the Enemy, and that he 
hath returned as soon as possible to the service, 
he shall be entitled to receive either the whole, or 
such portion of his arrears of pay and allowances 
as the Government of the Presidency to which he 
may belong shall determine, after the opinion or 
finding of such Court Martial shall have been 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief. And 
every Officer or Soldier in imprisonment under the 
sentence of a Court Martial, or a commuted 
sentence, or under the sentence of a Court of 
Criminal Judicature, shall, during the term of 
such imprisonment, receive subsistence only, to 
the smount of his pay proper, according to the 
rates of Pay granted to Officers and Soldiers of 
the Bengal Army.

ARTICLE 114. 


In all places within the jurisdiction of any Civil 
Judicature, established by appointment of Her 
Majesty or of the said Company, Officers and 
Soldiers accused of capital crimes, or of violence, 
or of offences against person and property, punish- 
able by such Civil Judicature, shall be delivered 
over to a Magistrate to be proceeded against 
according to Law. 

And all Officers and Soldiers are hereby requir- 
ed to asaist the Officers of Justice in apprehending 
and securing any person so accused.

Crimes punishable with death, transportation, corpo- 
ral punishment, imprisonment, or dismissal.

Any Officer, or Soldier, who shal! begin, excite,

Who shall, contrary to orders, be absent from 
his Cantonment after tatoo, or from Camp after 
retreat beating ; or 

ARTICLE 62. 

Who shall sell, lose, or designedly, or through 
neglect, waste the ammunition delivered out to 
him; 

Shall, if an Officer, on conviction, be sentenced 
to Suspension from Rank and Pay and Allowances ; 
or to be Reprimanded in such manner as the 
Commander in Cinef may direct; 


And, if a Soldier, shall, on conviction before a 
General, or District, or Garrison, or Regimental 
Court Martial, be sentenced to suffer such punish- 
ment as any such Courts Martial are by these 
Arucles of War respectively empowered to award ; 





Provided that such offender shall not be lable 
to be sentenced to suffer Corporal Punishment, or 
Imprisonment with hard labour. 


ArticLe 63. 


All crimes not capital, and all disorders or 
neglects which Officers or Soldiers may be guilty 
of, to the pr-judice of good order and Military 
discipline, though not specified in these Articles, 
are to be taken cognizance of by Courts Martial, 
and to be punished according to the nature and 
degree of the offence, by the Sentence of a Gene- 
ral, or District, or Garrison, or Regimental Court 
Martial; provided that a Soldier shall not for any 
such offences be lable to be sentenced to suffer 
Corporal Punishment, or Imprisonment with hard 
Jabour. :

Crimes incident to Courts Martial ; punishable by 
General Cowt Martial with Disinissal or Suspen- 
sron of Officers, and by any Court Martial with 
Dismissal or Reduction of Non-Commissioned 
Officers, and with Dismissal or Simple Imprisonment 
of Soldiers. 

ARTICLE 64. 


Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who, when duly summoned before a Court Martial, 
shall not attend, or shall refuse to be sworn, or to 
make affirmation, or to answer any lawful question; 
or who shall induce any other person so to offend; 


Shall be punished according to the Sentence of 
the same oranother Court Martial, with Dismissal, 
or Suspension from Rank and Pay and Allowances, 
if a Commissioned Officer; with Dismissal, or 
Reduction to the ranks, if a Non-Commissioned 
Officer; or with Dismiesal, or Imprisonment, if a 
Soldier ; 


Provided that such person, being a Commission- 
ed Officer, shall not be liable to be punished by 
any but a General Court Martial; and that no 
offender punished under the provision of this Arti- 
cle of War shall be sentenced to suffer Imprison- 
ment with hard labour, or Corporal Punishment. 


Antictre 65. 


Any person not, amenable to these Articles of 
War, who, having been summoned before any 
Court Martial, shall refuse or neglect to attend ; 
or who, attending, shall refuse to be sworn, or tu 
make affirmation, or to answer any lawful question; 
or shall give such testimony as, if given ina 
Criminal Court, would render him guilty of perjury; 
or who shall induce any other person go to offend; 

Shall be delivered to a Magistrate to be pro- 
ceeded against according to law,

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AnticLe 66. 


Any person using menacing or disrespectful 
words, signs, or gestures, mm a presence of a 
Court Martial then sitting. or cauSing any disorder 
or riot so as to disturb their proceedings ; 


Shall be punished according to the condition of 
the offender and the nature and degree of his 
offence, by the Sentence of the same or another 
Court Martial, if he be amenable to these Articles 
of War; provided that such offender shall not be 
liable to be sentenced to Corporal Punishment or 
to Imprisonment with hard labour; and if not 
amenable to these Articles of War, the offender 
shall tse delivered over to a Magistrate to be 
proceeded agaist according to law.

Perjury 3 punishable by General or District Court 
Martial with Dismiseal, and in addition with 
Fine, or simple Lmprisonment, of Officers and

AnricLe 67. 

Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall be found 
guilty of wilfally and knowingly giving false evi- 
dence on oath or affirmation on any trial before 
auy General, or other Court Martial, or any Mili- 
tary Court entitled to administer an oath; or 
of inducing any other person so to offend ; 


Shall be Dismissed the Service, and shall be 
further subject to Fine to the amount of his arrears 
of Pay and Allowances, or to Imprisonment which 
may extend to three years;—according to the 
Sentence of a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial. 





Crimes admitting of less serious notice. 
ARTICLE 68, 


Whereas it may be advisable that some of the 
offences which by the foregoing Articles are directed 
to be tried by a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial, should, in certain cases which 
admit of lesa serious notice, be tried bv District, 
or Garrison, or Regimental Courts Martial—in 
such cases the Officer Commanding the Regiment 
or Corps to which the offender belongs may, if he 
thinks it expedient and for the good of the Service, 
order the offender to be tried by Regimental 
Court Martial, for any offence ordinarily cogniza- 
ble by District, or Garrison Court Martial; making 
however a report in every such case, for the infor~ 
mation of the General Officer Commanding the 
Division, of the reasons of his having so proceeded; 
or such Commanding Officer may lay a particular 
statement of the case before the General or other 
Officer having authority to convene General, or 
District, or Garrison Courts Martial, under whose 
command such offender may be serving, with ‘ana 
application for permission to try the offender by 
District, or Garrison, or Regimental Court Mar. 
tial; and such General or other Officer will exer 
cise his discretion in complying or not with such 
application; but the permission of such General 
or other Officer so to proceed, shall be entered 
upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender. 


Provided that Murtny shall not be considered 
one of the offences admitting of such discretionary 
investigation. is 


And that in cases where offences designated 
 Disgraceful Conduct” in these Articles of War, 
and admitting of less serious notice, shall be tried 
by Regimental Courts Martial, the term “ Dis 
graceful Conduct” shall be omitted in the Charge ; 
and the offender shall on conviction be lable ty 


suffer such punishment as a Regimental Court 
Martial is by these Articles of War empowered to 


award. ( 
Offences on the Eine of March or on board Vessels. 
Article 69, : 

For offences committed on the Line of Mareh, 
or on board any Ship or other Vessel, the Officer 
in Command of the ‘Vroops ts hereby authorized to 
try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment 
Court Martial, and to confirm and execute the 
Sentence on the spot ; 

Provided that such Sentence shall in no case 
exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial 1s 
competent to award;—and that the proceedings 
held in all such cases shall be transmitted for the 
information of the Commander in Chief.

Administration of Justice. 
ARrtICLE 70. 

Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit 
a crime deserving punishment by Court Martial, 
he shall, by his Commanding Officer, be put under 
arrest, if an Officer or Non-Commissioned Officer ; 
or if a Soldier, be confined; until he shall be 
either tried by a Court Martial, dr shall be lawfully 
discharged by a proper anthority; and no Officer 
or Soldier who shall be punt in such arrest or 
confinement shall continue tn his confinement 
longer than may be actually unavoidable. 


And such process of arrest or confinement, or 
an attempt to effect such process, shall in no 
case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but 
where resistance may be made, or from other 
circumstances such process may be impracticable, 
the offender or offenders shall be liable to trial 
and punishment at any subsequent period, within 
the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 


ArtricuceE 7). 


No person shall be liable to be tried or punish- 
ed for any offence against these Articles, which 
shall appear to have been committed mare thai 
three years previous to the order directing the 
assembly of the Court Martial whereby he is to 
be tried, unless the person accused, by reason of 
his absenting himself, or some other manifest 
impediment, shall not have been amenable to 
justice -within that period; in which case sach 
person shall be liable to be tried, at any time not 
exceeding tiv years after the impediment shall 
have ceased, 

ARTICLE 72. 

Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who may commit any offence aguinst the same, 
may be tried and punished for such offence in any 
place within the British Territories, or elsewhere, 
where he may have come after the commission of 
the offence, in the same manner as if the offance 
had been committed where such trial shall take 


place. 
ARTICLE 73. 


The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies 
of Fort William, Fort Saint George, and Bombay 
respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Martial, and confirm, 
and mitigate or commute, or remit the Sentences 
of such Courts; and may issue his Warrant to 
any General or other Officer having the Command 
of a Body of Troops in the service of Her Majesty, 
or of the East india Company, empowering suc 


Officer to appvint General, or District, or Garri« 
son Courts Martial as occasion may require, for 
the trial of offences committed by any of the 
Officers, or Sodiers, or Followers in the service 
of the said Company, being Natives of the East 
Indies, or of other places within the limits of the 
said Company's Charter, and to confirm, and miti- 
gate or commute, or remit the sentences of such 
Courts Martial, 
ARTICLE 74. 


A General Court Martial shall not consiat of 
lesa than ¢hirteen Commissioned Officers, unless it 
be held out of the East India Company's ‘Verrito- 
ries, where such Court Martial may consist of 
sever Commissioned Officers, if a greater number 
cannot be convemently assembled. And no seu. 
tence of a Geveral Court Martial shall be put in 
execution until after a report shall have been made 
of the whole proceedings to the Commander in 
Chief, or to some other person duly authorized to 
confirm the same, and uotil his directions shall 
have been signified thereupon. 





Powers af a General Court: Martial. 
* ArRricu&’ 75. 

A General Court Martial may sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to Death or ‘Transportation, for 
any erimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made liable to sentence of Death or 
Pransportation, and for sach crimes ouly. 


And when a Commissioned Officer shall he 
convicted of any offence, of whieh the punishment 
is not defined in these Articles of War, or ts left 
discretionary, a General Court Martial may adjudge 
such Officer to be Dismissed the service ;—or to 
be Suspended from Rank aud Pay and Allowances, 
for a stated period ;—or to be Placed lower on the 
hist of bis rauk, by an alteration of the date of his 
Commission, thereby losing the corresponding 
benefit of length of service; and the Court shall 
inevery such sentence specify the extent or degree 
of Suspension or Reduction, which they shall so 
adjudye ;—or the Court may sentence such Officer 
to be Keprimanded in such manner as the Com- 
mander in Chief may direct. 


And a General Court Martial may sentence 
any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to 
the ranks;—-or may sentence any Non-Com- 
mis-ioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the 
service ;—or to be Placed lower in the list of the 
rank which he holds (which shali not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldier 
to suffer Corporal Puntshment not exceeding 
Jifty lashes ;—~or Imprisonment with or without 
hard labour not exceeding twa years ;—and to be 
kept in solitary confinement for any portion or 
portions of such Imprisonment, not exceeding 
twenty-eight days at a time, Nor eighty-four days 
in any one year, with intervals between the periods 
of solitary confinement, of not less duration than 
such periods of solitary canfivement. Provided that 
no Soldier shall be kept in solitary confinement 
more than eighty-four days in any one year, whether 
by the sentence of ane or more Courts Martial, 
or by urder of his Commanding Officer. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
either to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprison~ 
ment, as aforesaid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture 
of all advantage as to additional Pay and to Pen- 
sion on discharge, which might have otherwise 
accraed from the Jength or nature of his former 
service; or to Forfeiture of such advantage abso- 


lutely, whether it might have accrued from past 
service, or might accrue from future service, 
according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
to the punishment of Dismissal, sentence any, 
Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and 
Allowances due at the time of his discharze, or 
such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any Joss or damage arising out of his 
misconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment 
not involving Dismissal from the service, may 
sentence any Officer or Soldier to be put under 
Stoppages not exceeding two-thirds of his Pay 
and Allowances in the case of an Officer, and not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances in the 
ease of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, 
until the amount of such loss or damage be made 
good. 
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Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the 
Commander in Chief. 


Ante.Le 76. 


In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by a General Court Martial, 
for any offence against discipline for which sentence 
of Death is awardable under these Articles of 
War, the Commander in Chief may confirm such 
Sentence and cause it to be carried into effect, or 
may, instead of causing such Sentence to be carrt- 
ed into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, to 
be ‘Transported for life, or to be Imprisoned for 
any term of years, or to be Di-misged; and, if a 
Soldier, to be ‘Transported for life, or to be [mpri- 
soned with or without Hard Labour either for 
life, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without solitary confinement, (to be regulated as 
aforesaid,) as to the Commander in Chief may 
seem meet. 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
Transportation, the Commander tn Chief may in 
lieu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned 
for any term of years, or to be Dismissed. And 
in cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
he Dismissed from the service, the Commander in 
Chief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, 
that the offender be Suspended from Rank and 
Pay and Allowances for a certain period, to be 
distinctly specified by the Commander in Chief, 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Z'ransportation passed on a Soldier, to 
Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement (to be 
regulated as aforesaid); and such Imprisonment 
may be either for the same period for which 
Transportation shall have been awarded, or for 
any leaser period. 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Corporal Punishment to Dismigeal 
from the service; or, in the case of a Non- 
Commisaioned Officer may mitigate such Sen- 
tence to Reduction to the ranks; or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer of Soldiet may com- 
mute such Sentence to Imprisonment without, 
Hard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
finement (to be regulated as aforesaid,) for any 
period not exceeding two years. 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sen- 
tenced to be Dismissed from the service, the 
Commander in Chief may, in lieu of such punish- 
ment, direct that the offender be Reduced to the 


ranks, or placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds; (which shall ngt involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing.) 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Jmpri- 
senment with Eard Labour, the Commander tn 
Chief may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offender to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case 
of a Non-Commissioned Officer; or in the care of 
a Non-Cummissioned Officer or Soldier by direct- 
ing that he be Dismissed from the service ; or 
suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid.) for any period not exceeding 
that for which he shall have beeu Sentenced to 
such Imprisonment with Hard Labour. 


ARTICLE 77. 


A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Seven Commissioned Off- 
cers, except in situations where that number 
cinnot be conveniently assembled, when such 
Court may consist of not less than Five Commis- 
sioned Officers. And such District, or Garrison 
Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the 
same LLegiment, and shall be assembled in conf r- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief, 

And the Sentence of a District, or Garrison 
Court Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
mander mn Chief, or by some Officer duly autho- 
rized to confirm the same. 





Commutation of Sentence. 


And the Commander in Chief is empowered to 
remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Martial, in the same manner as the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and to 
delegate to or withhald from Commanding Officers 
the power of convening such Courts Martial, and 
of confirming, remitting, mitigating, or eommut- 
ing the Sentences of such Courts (not including 
forfeiture of pay or pension ar other advantage), as 
the Commander in Chief may deem to be most 
expedient. 

And in case of any Sentence, including for- 
feiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Dis- 
charge, or of any prospective advantage, such 
Sentence shall not be carried into effect until 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage 
shall be restorable by the same authority. 





Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 78. 


A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Re- 
duced to the ranks,—or may Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed 
from the Service; or to be placed lower in the list 
of the rank which he holds (which shall not involve: 
any forfeiture of service or other advantage, ex- 
_cept that of standing;) or may Sentence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed- 
ing fifty lashes ; or Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour not exceeding one yeur, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid.) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment’ or to Imprisonment ag 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of alt 
advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension on 
Diecharge, which might have otherwise accrued 


from the length or nature of his former service, or 
to forfeiture A such advantage absolutely, whe- 
ther it might hive accrued from past service, or 
might accrue from future service, according to the 
nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct, 


And such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may 
be required to make good any joss or damage 
arising out of bis misconduct ; and in addition to 
apy punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commisstoned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Steppagea not 
exceeding half of bis Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 

ARTICLE 79. 

A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of 
not less than Five Commissioned Officers, (untess 
it be found impracticable to assemble that number, 
when Three may be sufficient:) and shal) be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment. And no Sentence of a Regimental 
Court Martial shal) be of force until the Com- 
manding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shall 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever 
passed by such Court, and thereupon to cause the 
offender to be released and to return to his duty. 


Cammutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer shall have 
power to confirm and carry into effect or to 
mitigate all Sentences whatever passed by such 
Court; and to commute a Sentence of Curporal 
Punishment to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Coufinement, (to be 
regulated as aforesaid,) for any period for which 
such Court is competent to Sentence an offender 
to suffer Imprisonment and in the same manner; 
and to mitigate a Sentence of (isnissal in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer, to Reduction 
to the Ranks;—and to commute a Sentence of 
Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Diamissal; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the 
Ranks; or co Imprisonment without Hard Labour. 





Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 80. 


A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non-Commissioned Officer to be Heduced to the 
ranks ;—or may sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ; 
—or to be placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds (which shall not involve any forfei- 
ture of service or other advantage, except that of 
standing,)—or may Sentence any Soldier to suffer 
Corporal Panishment not exceeding fifty laskes ; 
or Imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
any perind not exceeding six calendar manthe ; and 
to be kept in solitary confinement (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid. ) 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeis his 
arrears of Pay aud Allowances due at the time 
of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
muy be required to make good any toss or damage 
arising out of his miscondact; aod in addition ‘to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
vervice, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
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exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, wntil 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


| Anticce 81. 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of hig 
own Regiment, may assemble Kegimental Detach- 
ment Courts Martial ;—and an Officer Command. 
Ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courta 
Martial sand all such Courts shall be constituted 
in the same manner as Regimental Courts Martial 
under the provisions of these Articles of War, aud 
shall have the hke powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of War 
relating to Courts Martial held in’ Regiments, 
shall be taken to apply to Courta Martial held in 
Detachments, in all practicable cases, 

Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
of less than four ‘Proops ar Companies, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four ‘Proops or 
Compames, and not being au the line of march or 
ow board any ship or other vessel, shall carry into 
effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial 
held by dns order, until tha Sentence shall have 
been confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 

tegiment to which the offender belongs, or by the 
nearest Superior Offieer holding a Command of 
noc less than a Regiment ;—(who ts hereby autho- 
rized to confirm the same, m like manner. as an 
Oificer Commanding a Regiment is empowered to 
do ;) —x-ept in detached situations beyond Sea or 
out of the Diitesh ‘Verntores, or when on Service 
in the field, or in cases where an dmmeddiate erumple 
is necessary and reference cannot be made to 
such Commanding or Saperior Officer without 
detriment to the Service; when the Officer Com- 
manding such Detachment may exercise the powers 
which are vested in an Officer Commanding a 
Regiment. 

ARTICLE 82. 


At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
Conrt, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
and Imprisonment form a part of the Sentence, 
no portion of the Imprisonment should be Solitary ; 
—or, should Corporal Punishment be awardable 
to the offender, that it shall not be awarded in the 
particular case; and the Court will govern itself 
accordingly; and such instruction shall be in writ- 
mee and shall be attached to the proceedings of the 

ourt. 





Execution of Sentences of Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 8°3. 


In every sentence of Death awarded by a Ge- 
neral Court Martial, the Court shall specify that 
the offender shall “ suffer death by being hanged 
by the neck until he be dead,” or “ by being shot 
to death,’ as the Court in their discretion shall 
deem expedient; and such sentence, if confirmed, 
shall be carried into effect accordingly. 


ARTICLE 84. 


Whenever the sentence of a General Court 
Martial shall adjudge Transportation, or sentence 
of Death shall*be commuted by competent autho- 
rity to slr lard any of the Sudder Courts 
shall give effect to such sentence, or commuted 
sentence, on the same being certified to the Court 
under. the authority of the Commander in Chief. 


And whenever any sentence of.a Court Martial 
shall acijudge Imprveouniéat ‘with hard Jahour, or 
with Solitary confinemerit,-or both, er whettever 
the sentence of a Court Martial shall be commuted 


to any such Imprisonment, it shalj he the duty of 
every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender heing delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence 
by the Officer Commanding the Station or Regi- 
ment or Detacument, within which the trial is held. 


ARTICLE 85. 


Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to 
Imprisonment for life, or a sentence of Death shall 
be cominuted to Imprisonment for life, it shall be 
lawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be ‘Transported beyond sea for life, and 
such order shall thereupon be made, unless there 
should be special reasons inducing the Commander 
in Chief to think such prisoner not a proper sub- 
ject for Traneportation. 


ARTICLE 86. 


Persons sentenced to Imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprisoned in any public prison 
or in any other fit place which the Commander in 
Chief shall from time to time direct. 


ARTICLE 87. 


Every Soldier senteted to Imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall, previous to undergoing such 
punishment, be struck off the strength of his 
Corps from the date of confirmation of such 
sentence; and no Soldier who has undergone such 
punishment for any period shall be capable of 
being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving 
pension on discharge. 


ARTICLE 8&8. 


Offenders sentenced to Dismissal for disgraceful 
conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, 
or to Imprisonment with hard labour for disgrace. 
Jul conduct shall, on any such sentence being 
confirmed, be Dismissed with Jgnominy. 


ARTICLE 89. 


In every case wherein a fine, or forfeiture of 
arrears of pay, or stoppages shall be adjudged by 
a Court Martial, any pay or public money due to 
the offender, or that may become due to him, shall 
be available, with the sanction of the Commander 
in Chief, for the payment of the amount so 
adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to 
stoppages to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct, shall be continued 
under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such 
sentence for any period exceeding one year; and 
no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppages exceeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances. 





Forms of Proceeding. 
ARTICLE 90. 


Trials by Courts Martial may be carried on 
between the hours of six in the morning and four 


in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in 


cases which may require an immediate cxample. 
ARTICLE 91. 
At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, or 
an European Officer of not lesa than ten years 


service, shall be appointed to conduct the pro- 

ceedings. 
At all Courts Martial inferior to General, an 
European Officer of not leas than four years 
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standing in the service, Stale in cases where nd 
Officer of that standing may be avaijable, or the 
Adjutant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceedings. 


ARTICLE 92. 


An Interpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Interpreter or other competent 
person available at the Station where the Court 
Martial may sit shall be appointed as occasion 
may require by the Officer Commanding at euch 
Station, on application from the Judge Advocate 
or Superintending Officer at such Court Martial. 
But in situations where the services of an Inter- 
preter or other competent person are not available, 
the Superintending Officer atthe Court Martial 
shall perform the duty of Interpreter. 


ARTICLE 93. 


At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall 
sit as President without being so appointed by 
Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence according to the dates of their 
Commissions, and above all Native Officers holding 
the rank of Subadar or Jemadar ; and that Sirdar 
Bahadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only accord- 
ing to their respective Commissions of Subadar 
Major, Subadar, ot Jemadar. Rissaldars and 
issaidare will take rank with Subadars, and Naib 
Riszaldars with Jemadars, according to the dates 
of their respective Commissions. 


In case of the death or unavoidable absence of 
the President, the next Senior Member shall take 
the place of President, and the trial shall proceed, 
provided that the Court shall still consist of at 
least the number of Members of which such Court 
is directed to consist by these Articles of War. 

ARTICLE 94, 

No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revised more than once, and no Evidence 
shall be received on such revision. For the pur- 
pose of such revision the President and all the 
Members shall be convened if possible. But if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the 
remaining Members may proceed with such revi- 
sion, provided they are not fewer than the smallest 
number directed in these Articles respectively. 
When all the same Members do not meet, the 
circumstances are to be duly certified on the face 
of the proceedings. 
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Manner of Voting. 


ARTICLE 95. 


All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in giving their votes upon all 
matters are to begin with the foungest; and in all 
cases where a sentence of death may not be 
awarded, the decision shall be by the majority of 
Members present, provided the number of Mem- 
bers precent be not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the prisoner ; 
the President at a Court Martial shall vote with 
the other Members, but shall have no casting vote. 
Provided, that in cases of an equality of votes 
upon other questions than the finding and the 
sentence, the President shall have a casting vote, 


ARTICLE 96. 


No sentence of death shall be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consist of seven. 
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Affirmations, 
ARTICLE 97. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation : 


“7, A. B, solemnly affirm in the presence of 
“ Almighty God, that 1 will faithfully interpret 
“and translate the proceedings of the Court, and 
“that 1 will not divulge the sentence until it shall 
* have been published by authority; and further, 
“that I will not disclose or discover the vote or 
“ opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
‘unless required to give evidence thereof by a 
“ Court of Justice or Court Martial, in due course 
* of Law.” 


In case of the unavoidable absence of an Inter- 
preter, the European Superintending Officer of a 
Court Martial inferior to General, shall make the 
the Solemn Affirmation prescribed for the Inter- 
preter. 


The Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer 
shall then cause the following Solemn Affirmation 
to be made by each Member: 


“7, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence o 
«“ Almighty God, that I will duly administer justice 
“according to the Articles of War, without partt- 
“ ality, favour, or affection, and, if any doubt shall 
“ arise, then, accurding tu my conscience, the best 
‘of my understanding, and the custom of War in 
“the like cases, and that 1 will not divulge the 
“sentence of the Court until it shall be published 
“ by authority; and further, that I will not disclose 
‘or discover the vote or opinion of any particular 
« Member of the Court, unless required to give 
‘Sevidence thereof by a Court of Justice ora 
« Court Martial in due course of Law.” 


The following Solemn Affirmation shall then be 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending Officer: 


“J, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence of 
« Almighty God, that 1 will not upon any account 
“whatsoever disclose or discover the vote or 
“opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
*“ Martial, unless required to give evidence thereof 
‘as a witness by a Court of Justice, or a Court 
“ Martial in due course of law, and that I will not, 
“unless it be necessary for the due discharge of 
“ my official duties, disclose the sentence of the 
“+ Court, until it shall be published by authority.” 


Provided, that it shall be necessary to re-admi- 
nister these Solemn Affirmations on the commence- 
ment of fresh trials before the same Court. 


ARTICLE 98. 


All persons who give evidence at a Court 
Martial are to be examined on Oath according to 
the forms of their respective religions or on A ffir- 
mation—and persons of the Hindoo or Mahome- 
dan persuasion and other persons making Aflfir- 
mation, shall make Affirmation to the following 
effect : 

‘| solemnly affirm, in the presence of Almighty 
« God, that what IJ shall state shall be the truth, 
“ the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” 


And if any person making such Affirmation’ as 
aforesaid, shall wilfully and falealy state any 
matter or thing which if the asme had been sworn 
would have amoutited to perjury, every such 
offender shall be subject to the seme punishment 
to which persons convicted of perjury are subject. 


Summoning 1 Vituesses not amenable to these Articl es 
ARTICLE 99. 


In all cases where persons required as witnesses 
before a Court Martial, may uot be amenable to 
Military Law, the Judge Advocate or Commanding 
Officer shall transmit to the Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction the witness may reside, his 
summons for the attendance of such person, and 
the Magistrate shall cause the witness to be duly 
summoned. 





Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals, 
ArricLe 100. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provost Marshals shall be appointed by the 
Commander in Chief, and their Powers shall be 
regulated according to the established Usages of 
War and Rules of the Service; their duties are to 
take charge of Prisoners confined for offences of a 
general description; to preserve good Order and 
Discipline; to prevent Breaches of both, by 
Soldiers and Followers of the Army, and to 
punish on the spot, on the same day, those whom 
they may find in the immediate act of commiting 
Breaches of good Order and Military Discipline ; 
Provided, that the punishment be limited ta the 
necessity of the case, and shall accord with the 
orders which the Provost Marshals mav from time 
to time receive from the Commander of the Forces 
in the Field, and that whatever may be the crime, 
the Provost Marshal or his Assistant shall see the 
offender commit the act, for which summary 
punishment may be inflicted, or if the Provost 
Marshal or his Assistant should not see the offender 
actually commit the crime, but that sufficient 
proof can be established of the offender's guilt, a 
Report shall be made to the Commander of the 
Army in the Field, who is hereby empowered to 
deal with the case as he may deem most conducive 
to the maintenance of good Order and Military 
Discipline. “The duties of Provost Marshals being 
limited to the punishment of offenders whom they 
may detect in the actual commision of any crime, 
the General Commanding the Forces in the Field 
will cause them to exercisse the powers en!rusted 
to them in such manner and under such circum- 
stances as he may consider best calculated to 
prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious 
to the Discipline of the East Judia Company’s 
Army and the Public Service. 


Trials by European Courts Mariial. 
ArticLte 101. 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such elaim, the 
Court, whether General, Diatrict, or Garrison, or 
Regimental, shall be composed of Eurepean Com- 
missioned Officers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to the Gevernor 
General of India in Council by a General Order 
to authorize the Native Troops of any of the 
Presidencies to claim to “be tried jn like manner 
by European Courts Martial, 


} 
SECTION Iv. 


Effects of the Dead. 
* ARTICLE 102. 


When any Officer or Soldier, or any person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Public Department belonging to the 
Army, may die, or be killed in the service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Party, or 
Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if no 
Heir or Executor be present, secure his Effects, 
and direct an inventory thereof to be taken, a 
duplicate of which is to be lodged in the Office of 
the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the Depart- 
ment. 

* Articte 103. 


If there be no Heir or Executor on the spot, the 
heffects are to be publicly sold; the Commanding 
@fficer of the Regiment or Party, or Officer in 
charge of the Department, after discharging the 
debts of the deceased, viz. the expense of Funeral 
Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quarters, and 
Regimental Debts of every description, shall 
account for che residue to the Heir or Heirs 
declared by Will, whether written or verbal, or 
nominated in the Regimental Register, or in 
failure of such to the legal representative of the 
deceased; and in the event of no xecutor, Heir, 
or other representative of the deceased attending 
and establishing his claim within twelve months 
fiom the date of the casualty, the amount in the 
hands of the Officer havieg charge of the [state, 
is to be remitted to the General Treasury at the 
Piesidency, 





SECTION V. 





Miscellaneous. 
ArticLe 104. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted by the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Gene- 
ral ‘Treasury at the Presidency, or appropriated 
according to the rules obtaining at such Presi- 
dency. 

ARTICLE 105, 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to the Commander in Chief, shall 
be construed to extend to the Commander in Chief 
at any Presidency, and to the Officer Commanding 
the Forces for the time being at any Presidency, 
unless when otherwise provided, 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to Soldiers, shall be construed to 
extend to Non-Commissioned Officers, unless when 
otherwise provided. 


AnticLe 106, 


When any portion of the Troops belonging to 
one Presidency shall be serving within the limits 
of another Presidency, such Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, dpring such service, under the 
orders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Presi- 
dency within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of these Articles of War, in the same 
maoner as though they belonged to such Presi- 
denny; and al) the provisions of these Articles of 
War, which relate to the trial and punishment of 
offenders belonging to the Presidency within which 
the ‘trial is held, are hereby declared applicable to 
the trial and punishment of offenders amenable to 


these Articles of War serving within such Presi- 
dency. Provided always, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Councilfn his executive 
capacity, to direct that the Troops, or any part 
thereof of any Presidency, whilst serving without 
the limits of such Presidency shall continue under 
the orders and authority of the Commander in 
Chief, or Commanding Offirer of the Forces of the 
Presidency to which they belong for all purposes 
of these Articles. 
ARTICLE 107. 


Any Officer Commanding any portion of the 
Kast India Company’s Troops which may at any 
time be serving in any place out of Her Mayjesty’s 
Dominions, or of the Possessions or Territories 
which are or may be under the Government of the 
said Company, or of the ‘Territories of those 
States in alliance with the said Company in which 
the said Company’s Forces are permanently 
stationed, shall, upon complaint made to him of 
any offence committed against the property or 
person of any inhabitant or resident in any such 
countries, by any person serving with or belonging 
to the Company’s Army, being under the imme- 
diate Command of any such Officer, summon and 
cause to assemble a General Court Martial, which 
shall consist of not less than three Officers, for the 
purpose of trying any such person, notwithstand- 
ing any such Officer shall not have received any 
Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts 
Martial; and every such Court Martial shall have 
the same powers in regard to summoning and 
examining witnesses, trial of, and sentence upon 
any such offenders as are granted by these Articles 
to General Courts Martial; provided that no 
sentence of any such Court Martial shall be 
executed until the General Commanding in Chief 
the Army to which the Division, Brigade, Detach- 
ment, or Party to which any person so tried, 
convicted and adjudged to suffer punishment shall 
belong, shall have approved and confirmed the 
same; except where such sentence shall not exceed 
the powers granted by these Articles to a District, 
or Garrison Court Martial, in which case the 
Officer by whom the Court is convened is hereby 
authorized to confirm or commute, or mitigate, or 
remit the same; reporting the proceedings to the 
said General Commanding in Chief. 


ARTICLE- 108. 


General Courts Martial only shall have the 
power to try Commissioned Officers; or to pass 
Sentence of Death or Transportation on any 
offenders. 2 

Anticte 109, 

No person, being acquitted or convicted before 
a Court Martial of any offence, shall be liable to 
be tried a second time by the same or any other 
Court Martial for the same offence. Provided 
always, that after a Soldier shall have been found 
guilty by a Court Martial of any military offence, 
such Court Martial shall inquire into and receive 
evidence of any previous conviction of such Soldier 
before a Court Martial or a Court of Justice, and 
shall enquire into the gereral character of such 
Soldier; for the purpose of affixing the punish- 
ment to which he is lable to be sentenead for tha 
offence of which he has been so found guilty. 

Provided that no such -evidence shall in any 
case be received until the Court shall have asvgr- 
tained that such Soldier had previously to his trial 
received uotice of the intention to produce such 
evidence on the same. And it is hereby directed 
that euch notice shall be given to ail Soldiers 
previous to trial, "2 


* Arricte 110. 


No Non-Commissioned Officer shal! be Reduced 
to the ranks but Kv the sertence of a Court Martial, 
or by order of the Commander in Chief of the 
Presidency to which the offender shall belong. 
Provided that no Non-Commissioned Officer shall 
be Reduced to the ranks for any limited period; 
nor Suspended from his rank; nor Reduced from 
a higher to a lower grade of Non-Commissioned 
Officer; nor sentenced to suffer Corporal Punish- 
ment or Imprisonment, without being first Reduc- 
ed to the ranks, 


* ArticLte IL. 


Any Officer or Soldier thinking himself wronged 
by his Supertor or other Officer is to complain 
thereof to the Commanding Officer of his ‘Troop 
or Company, by whom if the grievance be not 
redressed, such Officer, Non-Commissioned Officer, 
or Soldier, may complain to the Commanding 
Officer of his Regiment, who is herehy required to 
examine into such complaint, or remit it to his 
superior authority as the circumstances may 
require; but if the complaint should appear to be 
frivolous or groundless, the party preferring it 
shall be liable to be punished according to the 
sentence of a General or other Court Martial in 
manner hereinbefore mentioned ; provided that 
such offender shall not be liable to be sentenced 
to Dismissal, nor to suffer Corporal Punishment or 
Imprisonment with hard labour. 


ARTICLE 112, 


In case of light offences, a Commanding Officer 
may, without the intervention of a Court Martial, 
award extra drijl with or without pack for a period 
not exceeding fifteen days; restriction to Barrack 
limits not exceeding fifteen-days; confinement in 
the Quarter Guard or Defaulter’s Room, not 
exceeding seven days; reinoval from Staff situa- 
tions or acting appointments ; or may order Soldiers 
to be employed in piling and unpiling shot; and 
in cleaning accoutrements of men im Hospital; 
but none of these descriptions of punishment shall 
be awardable by Sentence of a Court Martial. 
And a Commanding Officer may award solitary 
confinement not exceeding seven days. 


Provided that Soldiers in confinement shall be 
liable to be erdered to attend ordinary drill. 


AnticLe 113. 


Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall be taken 
prisoner by the Enemy, shall forfeit all claim to 
pay and allowances during the peried of his 
remaining a prisoner and until he shall again 
return to the service; when, if he can establish, 
before a Court Martial, that he was unavoidably 
taken prisoner in the course-of service, and resist- 
ed as long as he was able, and that he hath not 
served with or assisted the Enemy, and that he 
hath returned as soon as possible to the service, 
he shall be entitled to receive either the whole, or 
such portion of his arrears of pay aud allowances 
as the Government of the Presidency to which he 
may belong shall determine, after the opinion or 
finding of such Court Martial shall have been 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief. And 
every Officer or Soldier in imprisonment under the 
sentence of a Court Martial, or a commuted 
sentence, or under the sentence of a Court of 
Criminal Judicature, shall, during the term of 
such imprisonment, receive subsistence only, to 
the amount of his pay proper, according to the 
rates of Pay granted to Officers and Soldiers of 
the Bengal Army. 


¢ECTION VI. 


Mode of dealing with offences not Military. 
ARTICLE 114. 


In all places within the jurisdiction of any Civil 
Judicature, established by appointment of Her 
Majesty or of the said Company, Officers and 
Soldiers accused of capital crimes, or of violence, 
or of offences against person and property, punish- 
able by such Civil Judicature, shall be delivered 
over to a Magistrate to be proceeded against 
according to Law. 

And all Officers and Soldiers are hereby requir- 
ed to assist the Officers of Justice in apprehending 
and securing any person 80 accused. 





Crimes to be tried by Courts Martial where no regu- 
lar Criminal tribunals exist. 


Articcte 115. 


In any place within the limits of the Charter d¥ 
the East India Company, whether in or out of the 
British ‘Territories, where there may be no Civil 
Judicature appointed by Her Majesty or the said 
Company for the trial of persons accused of offences 
ordinarily cognizable by Civil Tribunals, such 
offences when committed by Officers or Soldiers 
shall be cognizable by Courts Martial. 


ARTICLE I16. 


General Courts Martial shall have cognizance 
ordinarily, of offences punishable with Death ; 

Transportation for Life ; 

Imprisonment for Life ; 

Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
fourteen years ; 

Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
seven years. 
ARTICLE 117. 


District, or Garrison Courts Martial shall have 
cognizance, ordinarily, of offences punishable with 
Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
three years, and, by special order, of offences 
ordinarily cognizable by General Courts Martial 
not liable to the punishment of Death or ‘Trans- 
portation, with power to sentence persons convicted 
of such offences to Imprisonment for any period 
not exceeding three years 


ARTICLE 118. 


Regimental, Detachment, or Line Courts Mar- 
tial, shall have coguizacce, ordinarily, of offences 
punishable with Imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding six calendar months, and, by special 
order, of offences ordinarily cognizable by District, 
or Garrison Courts Martial, with power to sentence 
persons convicted of such offences to Imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding six calendar months.

ARTICLE 119.

If any injury intended against one person shall, 
through mistake or accident, light upon another 
person, and kill bim, such killing shall be deemed 
to be murder, whensoever it would. have been 
murder had the person againat whom such injury 
was intended been killed. ee, eo! 

Whengoever death shall result fro wn fos ed 
wilfully caused by an offender, but without his 


intending svch injury to light onjany person in 
particular, such offender shall be gdilry of murder, 
if the offence would have been murder had he 
intended to do the injury to the person killed. 


Offences punishable by Transportation for Life. 
ArticLe 120. 

Any Officer or Soldier who shall be convicted 
by a General Court Martial of any of the offences 
hereinafter mentioned, accompanied withan atrempt 
to commit murder, or with wounding or other 
Corporal injury to any person endangering the life 
of such person: ‘lhat 1s to say, 


Ist.— Breaking, or attempting to break, by day 
or night, into any Dwelling House, Tent, Boat, or 
other habitation, or into any building or place 
used for the preservation of property, with the 
intent to rob or steal. 


2nd.—Robbery or attempt to rob ; 


3rd.—Stealing or attempting to steal in a house, 
or from the person ; 

Shall be Sentenced by such General Court 
Martial to Imprisonment with or without bard 
labour and ‘Transportation for life. 


Offences punishuble by Imprisonment which may 
extend to fourteen years 


ARTICLE 121. 

Any Officer or Soldier who shall be convicted 
by a General Court Martial of any of the offences 
specified in the last Article, accompanied with 
wounding or other Corporal injury to any person 
not endangering the life of such person ; or 

ARTICLE 122. 

Of wounding, or administermg poison with 
intent to murder, whether the person wounded or 
to whom poison 18 administered, be the person 
whom the offender intended to murder or ano- 
ther ; —-—— or 





ARTICLE 123. 


Of Robbery by open violence, or Dacoity, that 
is to say, gong forth in the day or in the mght 
with an offensive weapon, or in a gang with or 
without an offensive weapon, with the itention 
of committing robbery, and by force or intimida- 
tion robbing or attempting to rob any person in 
any place, or attacking by open violence any 
house, or place of habitation, or any place in which 
property may be kept, for the purpose of rob- 
bery ; ——— or 

ARvTicLeE 124. 

Of breaking, or attempting to break, into any 
Dwelling House, Tent, Boat, or other place of 
habitation, between sunset aud = suniise, with

Of breaking into any such place of habitation, 
or into any place used for the preservation of 
property, and stealing therefrom property the

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govero- 
ment Overland Express, they should request thetr 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their ters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.— The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 8 ¢olus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. 1] have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Fort William, Home Department, Legislative, 
the l&th December, 1847. 


The following Act is brought up before the 
Legislative Council this-day, The Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council being desirous that no 
time should be lost in passing the Act, 


Resolued-—That the Rules requiring that all 
Acts of the Governor General of India in Council 
shall be brought up for second reading in two 
months or in three months from the date of the 
first reading be suspended in respect to the follow- 
ing proposed Act, and that it be at once passed 
into Law. 


ACT No. XIX. OF 1847. 


An Act te make certuin Amendments in the Arti- 


cles of War for the Government of the Nutive Officers 
and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East 


India Company. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to make certain 
Amendments in the Articles of War provided by 
Act XX. of 1845, for the Government of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military Ser- 
vice of the Kast India Company, and for the Ad- 
mipistration of Justice by Courts Martial to be 
holden on such Officers and Soldiers: 


1. It ie therefore hereby enacted, that from and 
after the Firet day of March 1848, the Articles of 
War provided by Act KX. of 1845, are repealed. 


ll. And it is enacted, that the following Arti- 
cles of War shall from and after the said day be 
the Articles of War for the Government of the 
said Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Sorvice of the said Company, and for the Adini- 
nistration of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden 
on such Officers and Soldiers. , Provided always 
that all crimes and offences committed against the 
Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 1845 
aforesaid may be inquired of and punished in like 
manner av if they had been committed against the 
Articles of War hereby provided ; and that every 
Warrant for holding any Court Martial under the 
Articles of War provided by the Act XX. of 1845 
aforesaid shall remain in full force notwithstanding 
the repeal of such Articles; and that all proceed- 
ings of any Court Martial upon any trial begun 
under such Articles, shall not be discontinued by 
the repeal of the same.

SECTION I. 





Of Inlisting and Discharges. 


ARTICLE I}. 


Every Recruit, prior to bring enrolled in his 
Regiment, shall have the First Four Articles of 
the Second Section of these Articles of War read 
and explained to him, avd when reported fit for 
duty in the ranks, such Declaration as is now used, 
if any, in the respective Presidencies, shall be 
inade to him by the Officer Commanding, in front 
of the Regiment or Corps, in presence of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers, and an oath or decla- 
ration shall then be required from him, according 
to the forms of his religion, guch oath and decla- 
ration to be the hke as are now used in the res- 
pective Presidencies. 

* ARTICLE 2. 


No Commissioned Officer shall be dismissed 
except by the Sentence of a General Court Mar- 
tial. No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
shall be discharged as a punishment except by the 
Sentence of a Court Martial, or by order of the 
Commander in Chief at the Presidency to which 
he may belong. Every such dismissal or discharge 
shall include forfeiture of all claim to pension. 
Provided also, that the Governor General in 
Council in his executive capacity, and the Gover- 
nor in Council of any Presidency to which a Com- 
missioned or Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
may belong, shall have power to order his die- 
missal or discharge. 

ARTICLE 3. 


All) Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiere 
discharged the Service, shall be furnisbed by the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment with a 
Discharge Certificate, made out in the Vernacular 
Language of the individual discharged, with an 
English Translation, expressing the authority for, 
and cause of, such discharge, and the period of 
his entire Service-in the Army. 


* ARTICLE 4. 


No Noa-Commissioned Officer or Soldier shall 
enlist himself in any other Regiment without a 
regular discharge ftom his’ farmer Regiment, under 
the penalty of being reputed a Deserter, and suf- 
feriug accordingly.

ARTICLE 63. 


All @rimes not capital, and all disorders or 
neglects which Officers or Soldiers may be guilty 
of, to the prejudice of good order and Military 
disciphne, though not specified in these Articles, 
are to be taken cognizance of by Courts Marttal, 
and to be punished according to the nature and 
degree of the offence, by the Sentence of a Gene- 
ral, or District, or Garrison, or Regimental Court 
Martial; provided that a Soldier shall not for any 
such offences be Hable to be sentenced to suffer 
Corporal Punishment, or Imprisonment with hard 
labour.

Crimes admitting of less serious notice. 
ARTICLE 68. 


Whereas it may be advisable that some of the 
offences which by the foregoing Articles are directed 
to be tried by a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial, should, in certain cases which 
admit of less serious notice, be tried by District, 
or Garrison, or Regimental Courts Martial—in 
such cases the Officer Commanding the Regiment 
or Corps to which the offender belongs may, if he 
thinks it expedient and for the good ot the Service, 
order the offender to be tried by Regimental 
Court Martial, for any offence ordinarily cogniza- 
ble by District, or Garrison Court Martial; making 
however a report in every such case, for the infor- 
mation of the General Officer Commanding the 
Division, of the reasons of bis having so proceeded; 
or such Commanding Officer may lay a particulgt 
statement of the case before the General or other 
Officer having authority to convene General, or 
District, or Garrison Courts Martial, under whose 
command such offender may be serving, with an 
application for permission to try the offender by 
District, or Garrison, or Regimental Court Mar- 
tial; and such Genera! or other Officer will exer- 
cise his discretion in complying or not with such 
application; but the permission of stich General 
or other Officer so to proceed, shall be entered 
upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender.

ARTICLE 69, 

Fer offences committed on the Line of March, 
or on board any Ship or other Vessel, the Officer 
in Command of the ‘Troops 1s hereby authorized to 
try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment 
Court Martial, and to confirm and execute the 
Sentence on the spot ; 

Provided that such Sentence shall in no case 
exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial ts 
competent to award -—and that the proceedings 
held in all such eases shall be transmitted for the 
information of the Commander in Chef.

Administration of Justice. 
ARTICLE 710. 

Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit 
a crime deserving punishment by Court Martial, 
he shall, by his Commanding Officer, be put under 
arrest, if an Officer or Non-Commussioned Officer ; 
or if a Soldier, be contined; until he shall be 
either tried by a Court Martial, or shall be lawfully 
discharged by a proper authority; and no Officer 
or Soldier who shall he put in) such arreet or 
confinement shall continue in his confinement 
longer than may be actnally unavoidable. 


And such process of arrest or confinement, or 
an attempt to effect such process, shall in no 
case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—bur 
where resistance may be made, or from other 
circumstances such process may be impracticable, 
the offender or offenders shall be lable to trial 
and punishment at any subsequent period, within 
the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 


Anriche 71. 


No person shall be liable to be tried or punish- 
ed for any offence against these Articles, whi h 
shall appear to have been committed more than 
three years previons to the order directing the 
assembly of the Court Martial whereby he is to 
be tried, unless the person accused, by reason of 
his absenting himself, or some other manifest 
impediment, ehall not have been amenable to 
justice within that period; in which case such 
perzon shall be liable to be tried, at any time not 
exceeding foo years after the impediment shall 
have ceased. 

ARTICLE 72, 

Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who may commit any offence against the same. 
may be tried aud punished for such offence in any 
place within the British Territories, or elsewhere, 
where he may have come after the commission of 
the offence, in the same manner as if the offence 
had been committed where such trial shall take 
place. 

ARTICLE 73. 

The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies 
of Fort William, Fort Saint George, and Bombay 
respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Martial, and confirm, 
and initigate or commute, or remit the Sentences 
of such Courts; and may isgue his Warrant to 
any General or other Officer having the Command 
of a Body of Troops in the service of Her Majesty, 
or of the East India Company, empowering such 


Officer to appuint General, or District, or Garri- 
son Courts Mertial as occasion may require, for 
the trial of offences committed by any of the 
Officers, or Soldiers, or [ollowera in the service 
of the said Company, being Natives of the East 
ndies, or of other places within the limits of the 
suid Company’s Charter, and to confirm, and miti- 
vate or commute, or remit the sentences of such 
Courts Martial, 
Anric.r 74, 


A General Court Martial shall not consiat of 
less than thirteen Commissioned Officers, unless it 
be held out of the East India Company’s ‘Territo- 
ries, where such Court Martial may consist of 
sever Commissioned Officers, if a greater number 
cannot be conveniently assembled. Aud no sen- 
tence of a General Court Martial shall be put in 
execution until after a report shall have been made 
of the whole proceedings to the Commander in 
Chief, or to some other person duly authorized to 
coufirm the same, and until bis directions shail 
have been siguified thereupon, 





Powers of a General Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 75. 

A General Court Martial may sentence any 
Otheer or Soldier to Death or ‘Transportation, for 
any erimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made liable to sentence of Death or 
Pransportation, and for such crimes only. 


And when a Commissioned Officer shall be 
convicted of any offence, of which the punishment 
is not defined in these Articles of War, or is left 
discretionary, a General Court Martial may adjudze 
such Officer to be Dismissed the service ;—or to 
he Suspended from Rank and Pay and Allowances, 
for a stated pertod ;—or to be Placed lower on the 
ligt of his rank, by an alteration of the date of his 
Commission, thereby losing the corresponding 
benefit of length of service; and the Court shall 
in every such sentence specify the extent or degrea 
of Suspension or Reduction, which they shall so 
adjudge ;—or the Court may sentence such Officer 
to be Keprimanded in suvh manner as the Com. 
mander in Chief may direct. 


And a General Court Martial may sentence 
any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to 
the ranks;—-or may septence any Non-Com- 
mis-ioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the 
service ;—or to be Placed lower in the list of the 
rank which he holds (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing,) or may sentence any Soldier 
to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceeding 
Jifty lashes ;—or Imprisonment with or without 
bard labour not exceeding twe years ;—and to be 
kept in solitary confinemont for any portion or 
portions of such Imprisonment, not exceeding 
twenty-eight days at a time, Nor eighty-four days 
in any one year, with intervals between the periods 
of solitary confinement, of not less duration than 
such periods of solitary confitement. Provided that 
no Soldier shall be kept in solitary confinement 
more than eighty-four days imany one year, whether 
by the sentence of one or more Courts Martial, 
or by order of hie Commanding Officer. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
either to Corporal Punishment, or to Imprison- 
ment, as aforesuid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture 
of all advantage as to additional Pay-and to Pen- 
sion on discharge, which might tave otherwise 
accrued from the length or nature of his former 
service; or to Forfeiture of such advantage abso- 


lutely, whether it might have accrued from past 
service, or might accrue from future service, 
according to the nature of the case, for disgraceful 
conduct. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
to the punishment of Dismissal, sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay aud 
Aliowa’ces due at the time of his disebarge, or 
such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any loss or damage arising out of his 
misconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment 
not involving Dismissal from the service, may 
sentence any Officer or Soldier to be put ander 
Stoppages not exceeding two-thirds of his Pay 
and Allowances in the case of an Officer, aud not 
exceeding half of lis Pay and Allowances in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, 
until the amount of such loss or damage be made

ArricLe 76. 


In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by a General Court Martial, 
for any offence against discipline for which sentence 
of Teath is awardable under these Articles of 
War, the Commander in Chief may coufirm such 
Sentence and cause it to be carried into effeet, or 
may, instead of causing such Sentence to be carri- 
ed into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, to 
be ‘Transported for hfe, or to be Iinprisoned for 
any term of yeara, or to be Dismissed; and, if a 
Soldier, to be ‘Transported for life, or to be Impri- 
soned with or without Hard Labour either for 
life, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without solitary confinement, (to be regulated ag 
aforesaid,) as to the Commander in Chief may 
seem meet. 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
Transportation, the Commander in Chief may in 
lieu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned 
for any term of years, or to be Dismissed. And 
in cases of Commisstoned Officers Sentenced to 
he Jismissed from the service, the Commander in 
Chief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, 
that the offender be Suspended from Rank and 
Pay and Allowances for a certain period. to be 
distinctly specified by the Commander in Chief, 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of J'ransportation passed on a Soldier, to 
Imprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement (to be 
regulated as aforesaid); and such Imprisonment 
may be either for the same period for which 
Transportation shall have beevu awarded, or for 
any lesser period. 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
Sentence of Cerporal Punishment to Dismissal 
from the service; or, in the case of a Non- 
Commissioned Officer may mitigate such Sen- 
tence to Reduction to the ranks; or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier may com- 
mute such Sentence to Imprisonment without 
}4ard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
finement (to be regulated as aforesaid,) for any 
period not exceeding two years, 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sen- 
tenced to be Dismissed from the service, the 
Commander in Chief may, in lieu of such punish- 
ment, direct that the offender be Reduced to the

ranks, or placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds; (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing.) 6 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Jmpri- 
sonment with Hard Labour, the Commander in 
Chief may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offeuder to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case 
of a Non-Comimissioned Officer; or in the caae of 
a Non-Comimissioned Officer or Soldier by direct- 
ing that he be Dismissed from the service ; or 
suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be rega- 
lated ag aforesaid.) for any period not exceeding 
that for which be shall have been Sentenced to 
such finprisoument with Elard Labour. 


ARTICLE 77. 


A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Seven Commissioned Offi- 
cerr, except in situations where that number 
cannot be conventently assembled, when such 
Court may consist of not less than Five Commis- 
sioned Olficers. And such District, or Garrison 
Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the 
same ltegiment, and shall be assembled in confur- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief, 

And the Sentenee of a District, or Garrison 
Court Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
inander in Chief, or by some Officer duly autho- 
rized to confirm the same. 





Commutation af Sentence. 


And the Commander in Chief is empowered to 
remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Martial, in the same manner as the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and to 
delegate to or withhold from Commanding Officers 
the power of convening such Courts Martial, and 
of confirming, reuntting, mitigating, or commut- 
ing the Sentences of such Courts (not iacluding 
forfeiture of pay or pension ar other advantage), as 
the Commander in Chief may deem to be most 
expedient. 


And in case of any Sentence, including for- 
feiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Dis- 
charge, or of any prospective advantage, such 
Sentence shall not be carried into effect until 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage 
shall be restorable by the same authority. 





Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 78, 


A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissioned Officer to be Re- 
duced to the ranks,—or may Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed 
from the Service; or to be placed Jower in the list 
of the rank which he holds (which shall not involve 
any forfeiture of service or other advantage, ex- 
cept that of standing;) or may Sentence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed- 
ing fifty lashes; or Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour not exceeding one year, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid. ) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment ag 
aferesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of all 
advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension on 
Discharge, which might have otherwise accrued 


from the length or nature of his former service, or 
to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whe- 
ther it might have accrued from past service, or 
might acerue from, future service, according to the 
nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct. 


And such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may 
be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct ; and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal trom the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 79, 


A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of 
not less than #ive Commissioned Officers, (unless 
it be found impracticable to assemble that number, 
when Three may be sufficrient:) and shall be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment, And no Sentence of a Regimental 
Court Martial shall be of foree untnl the Com- 
manding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shall 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever 
passed by such Court, and thereupon to cause the 
offender to be released and to return to his duty.

Commutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer ahall have 
power to confirm and carry into effect or to 
mitigate all Sentences whatever passed by such 
Court; and to commute a Sentence of Curporal 
Punishment to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be 
regulated as aforesaid,) for any period for which 
such Court is competent to Sentence an offender 
to suffer Imprisonment and in the same manner; 
and to mitigate a Sentence of Qzsmissal in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer, to Reduction 
to the Kanks;—and to commute a Sentence of 
Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal ; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the 
Ranks; or to Imprisonment without Hard Labour. 





Powers, of a Regimental Court Martial. 
* ArticLe 80. 


A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non~Commissioned Officer to he Reduced to the 
ranks ;—or may sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ; 
-—or to be placed lower in the list of the rank 
which he holds (which shall not involve any forfei- 
ture of service or other advantage, except that of 
standing,)—or may Sentence any Soldier to suffer 
Corporal Punishment not exceeding jifty lashes ; 
or Imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
any perivd not exceeding six calendar months ; and 
to be kept in solitary confinement (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid.) 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time 
of his discharge, or such proportion thereof as 
may be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct; and in addition to 


any punishment not involving Dismissal from the — 


vervicy, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
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exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such toss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 8], 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of his 
own Regiment, may assemble Regimental Detach- 
ment Courts Martial ;—and an Officer Command- 
ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courts 
Martial s—~and all such Courts shall be constituted 
in the same manner as Regimental Courts Martial 
under the provisions of these Articles of War, and 
shall have the like powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of War 
relating to Courts Martial held in Regiments, 
shall be taken to apply te Courts Martial held in 
Detachments, in all practicable cases, 


Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
of less than four ‘Troops or Companies, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four ‘Troops or 
Companies, and not being on the line of march or 
on board any ship or other vessel, shall carry into 
effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial 
held by his order, until the Sentence shall have 
heen confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the 
nearest Superior Officer holding a Command of 
not less than a Regiment ;—(who is hereby autho- 
rized to confirm the game, in like manner, as an 
Officer Commanding a Regiment is empowered to 
do ;)—-Fxcept im detached situations beyond Sea or 
out of the British ‘Verritories, or when on Service 
iu the field, or in cases where an inomediate exumple 
is necessary and reference cannot be made to 
such Commanding or Superior Officer without 
detriment to the Service; when the Officer Com- 
mandiug such Detachment may exercise the powers 
which are vested in an Officer Commanding a 
Regiment. 

ARTICLE &2. 


At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
Court, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
and Imprisonment form a part of the Sentence, 
no portion of the Imprisonment should be Solitary ; 
—~or, should Corporal Punishment be awardable 
to the offender, that it shall not be awarded in the 
particular case; and the Court will govern itself 
accordingly ; and such instruction shall be in writ- 
ing, and shall be attached to the proceedings of the 
Court. 





Execution of Sentences of Courts Martial. 
ARTICLE 8:3. 


In every sentence of Death awarded by a Ge- 
neral Court Martial, the Court shall specify that 
the offender shall * suffer death by being hanged 
by the neck until he be dead,” or * by being shot 
to death,’ ae the Court in their discretion shall 
deem expedient; and sueh sentence, if confirmed, 
shall be carried into effect accordingly. 


ARTICLE 84. 


Whenever the sentence of a General Court 
Martial shall adjudge TranspoMation, or sentence 
of Death shall be commuted by competent autho- 
rity to Transportation, any of the Sudder Courts 
shall give effect to such sentence, or commuted 
sentence, on the same being certified to the Court 
under the authority of the Commander in Chief. 


And whenever any sentence of a Court Martial 
shall adjudge Imprisonment with hard labour, or 
with Solitary confinement, or both, or whenever 
the sentence of a Court Martial shall be comsiuted 


to any such Imprisonment, it shall be the duty of 
every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender being delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence 
by the Officer Commanding the Station or Regi- 
ment or Detacument, within which the trial is held. 
ARticLeE 85. 

Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to 
Imprisonment for life, or a sentence of Death shall 
be commuted to Imprisonment for life, it shall be 
lawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be Transported beyond sea for hfe, and 
such order shall thereupon be made, unless there 
should be special reasons inducing the Commander 
in Chief to think such prisoner not a proper sub- 
ject for Transportation. 


ARTICLE 86. 


Persons sentenced to Imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprisoned in any public prison 
or in any other fit place which the Commander in 
Chief ehall from time to time direct. 


ARTICLE 87, 


Every Soldier sentenced to Imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall, previous to undergoing such 
punishment, be struck off the strenyth of his 
Corps from the date of confirmation of such 
sentence; and no Soldier who has undergone such 
punishment for any period shall be capable of 
being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving 
pension on discharge. 


ARTICLE 8&8. 


Offenders sentenced to Dismissal for disgraceful 
conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, 
or to Imprisonment with hard labour for disgrace- 
Jul conduct shall, on any such sentence being 
confirmed, be Dismissed with Jgnominy. 


ARTICLE 89, 


In every case wherein a fine, or forfeiture of 
arrears of pay, or stoppages shall be adjudged by 
a Court Martial, any pay or public,money due to 
the offender, or that may become due to him, shall 
be available, with the sanction of the Commander 
in Chief, for the payment of the amount so 
adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to 
stoppages to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct, shall be continued 
under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such 
sentence for any period exceeding one year; and 
no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppages exceeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances. 





Forms of Proceeding. 
ARTICLE 90. 


Trials by Courts “Martial may be carried on 
between the hours of six in the morning and four 
in the afternoon, and not otherwise, except in 
cases which may require au immediate example, 

; ARTICLE 91. 

At General Courts Martial a Judge Advocate, or 
an European Officer of not less than ten years 
service, shall be appointed to conduct the pro- 
ceedings. 

At all Courts Martial inferior to Genera), an 
European Officer of not less than four years 
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standing in the service, except in‘cases where no 
Officer of that standing may be gavailable, or the 
Adjatant of the Regiment, shall be appointed to 
conduct the proceedings. 


ARTICLE 92, 


An Interpreter shall be appointed to all Courts 
Martial; and any Interpreter or other competent 
person available at the Station where the Court 
Martial may sit shall be appointed as occas on 
may require by the Officer Commanding at such 
Station, on application ‘from the Judge Advocate 
or Superintending Officer at such Court Martial. 
But in situations where the services of an Inter- 
preter or other competent person are not available, 
the Superintending Officer atthe Court Martial 
shall perform the duty of Interpreter. 


ARTICLE 93. 


At all Courts Martial the Senior Officer shall 
sit as President without being so appointed by 
Warrant. Provided that all Subadar Majors are 
to take precedence according to the dates of their 
Commissions, and above all Native Officers holding 
the rank of Subadar or Jemadar ; and that Sirdar 
Bahadoors and Bahadoors shall rank only aecord- 
ing to their respective Commissions of Subadar 
Major, Subadar, or Jemadar. Rissaldara and 
Rissaidars will take rank with Subadars, and Naib 
Rissaldars with Jemadars, according to the dates 
of their respective Commissions. 


In case of the death or unavoidable absence of 
the President, the next Senior Member shall take 
the place of President, and the trial shall proceed, 
provided that the Court shall still consist of at 
least the number of Members of which such Court 
is directed to consist by these Articles of War. 


ANTIcLE 94. 


No Finding or Sentence of a Court Martial 
shall be revised more than once, and no Evidence 
shall be received on such revision. For the pur- 
pose of such revision the President and all the 
Members shall be convened if possible. But if 
any of them should be unavoidably absent, the 
remaining Members may proceed with such revi- 
sion, provided they are not fewer than the smallest 
number directed in these Articles respectively, 
When all the same Members do not meet, the 
circumstances are to be duly certified on the face 
of the proceedings. 


Manner of Voting. 


ARTICLE 95, 


All the Members of a Court Martial are to 
preserve order, and in giving their votes upon all 


matters are to begin with the youngest; and in all ° 


cases where a sentence of death may not be 
awarded, the decision shall be by the majority of 
Members present, provided the number of Mem- 
bers present he not less than that required by the 
preceding Articles; but in case of an equality of 
votes, the decision shall be in favor of the prisoner; 
the President at a Court Martial shall vote with 
the other Members, but shall have no casting vote. 


Provided, that in cases of an equality of votes . 


upon other questions than the finding andthe 
sentence, the President shall have a casting vote. 


ARTICLE 96, 


No sentence of death shall be given-against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therdin, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consist of seven, 


Affirmations, 
ARYICLE 97. 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the following 
Solemn Affirmation : 


«J, A. B, solemnly affirm in the presence of 
“ Almighty God, that 1 will faithfully interpret 
“and translate the proceedinys of the Court, and 
“that I will not divulge the sentence until it shall 
“have been published by authority; and further, 
“that I will not disclose or discover the vote or 
* opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
“unless required to give evidence thereof by a 
“ Court of Justice or Court Martial, in due course 
* of Law.” 


In case of the unavoidable absence of an Inter- 
preter, the European Superintending Officer of a 
Court Martial infertor to General, shall make the 
the Solemn Affirmation prescribed for the Inter- 
preter. 


The Judge Advocate or Superintending Officer 
shall then cause the following Solemu Affirmation 
to be made by each Member : 


«7, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence o 
“« Almighty God, that I will duly admimster justice 
“according to the Articles of War, without parti- 
“ ality, favour, or affection, and, if any doubt shall 
“ arise, then, according to my conscience, the best 
“of my understanding, and the custom of War in 
‘the like cases, and that I will net divulge the 
‘sentence of the Court until it shall be published 
“by authority; and further, that I will not disclose 
“or discover the vote or opinion of any particular 
“ Member of the Court, unless required to give 
“evidence thereaf by a Court of Justive or a 
‘Court Martial in due course of Law.” 


The followitig Solemn Affirmation shall then be 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending Officer: 


“I, A. B., solemnly affirm in the presence of 
“ Almighty God, that 1 will nat upon any account 
“ whatsoever disclose or discover the vote or 
‘opinion of any particular Member of the Court 
“Martial, unleas required to give evidence thereof 
‘as a witness by a Court of Justice, or a Court 
‘+ Martial in due course of law, and that I will not, 
‘unless it be necessary for the due discharge of 
“ my official duties, disclose the sentence of the 
‘Court, until it shall be published by authority.” 


Provided, that it shall be necessary to re-admi- 
nister these Solemn Affirmations on the commence- 
ment of fresh trials before the same Court. 


ARTICLE 98. 


All persons who give evidence at a Court 
Martial are to be examined on Oath according to 
the forms of their respective religions or on Affir- 
mation—and persons of the Hindoo or Mahome- 
dan persuasion and other persons making Affir- 
mation, shall make Affirmation to the following 
effect : 

+] solemnly affirm, in the presence of Almighty 
‘God, that what J shall state shall be the truth, 
+ the whole truth, and uathing but the truth.” 


And if any person making such Affirmation as 
aforesaid, shall. wilfully and falsely state any 
matter or thing which if the same had been aworn 
would have amounted to perjury, every such 
offender shall be subject to the sgme punishment 
to which persons convieted of perjury are subject. 
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Summoning VVitnesses not amenable to these Artic les 
ARTICLE 99. 


In all cases where persons required as witnesses 
before a Court Martial, may not be amenable to 
Military Law, the Judge Advocate or Commanding 
Officer shall transmit to the Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction the witneas may reside, his 
summons for the attendance of such person, and 
the Magistrate shall cause the witness to be duly 
summoned. 





Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 
ArticLe 100. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by ‘Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provost Marshals shall be appointed by the 
Commander in Chief, and thetr Powers shall be 
regulated according to the established Usages of 
War and Rules of the Service; their duties are to 
take charge of Prisoners confined for offences of a 
general description; to preserve good Order and 
Discipline; to prevent Breaches of both, by 
Soldiers and Followers of the Army, and to 
punish on the spot, on the same day, those whom 
they may find in the immediate act of committing 
Breaches of good Order and Military Disespline ; 
Provided, that the punishment be limited to the 
necessity of the case, and shall accord with the 
orders which the Provost Marshals may from time 
to time receive from the Commander of the l’orces 
in the Field, and that whatever may be the erme, 
the Provost Marshal or his Assistant shall see the 
offender commit the act, for which summary 
punishment may be inflicted, or if the Provost 
Marshal or his Assistant should not see the offender 
actually commit the crime, but that sufficient 
proof can be established of the offender's guilt, a 
Report shall be made to the Commander of the 
Army in the [teld, who is hereby empowered to 
deal with the case as he may deem most conducive 
to the maintenance of good Order and Military 
Discipline. ‘Ihe duties of Provost Marshals being 
limited to the punishment of offenders whom they 
may detect in the actual commision of any crime, 
the General Commanding the Forces in the Field 
will cause them to exercisse the powers entrusted 
to them in such manner and under such circum- 
stances as he may consider best calculated to 
prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious 
to the Discipline of the East India Company’s 
Army and the Public Service. 


Trials by Eurepean Courts Martial. 
ARtTIcLeE 10}. 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such chum, the 
Court, whether General, District, or Garrison, or 
Regimental, shall be composed of Eurepean Com 
missioned Officers, aud the-number of Members and 
the proceedings ehall be governed.in: all reapeste 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to theGovernor 
Lager ne Seige by a pr appari 
to authorize the tive: Trpope of, amy: ofthe 
Presidencies to elaim to Acied inilike meat:

SECTION IV.

Liffects of the Dead. 
* AnticLe 102. 


When any Officer or Soldier, or any person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Pubhe Department belonging to the 
Army, may die, or be killed in the service, the 
Commanding Offiter of the Regiment or Party, or 
Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if no 
Heir or Executor be present, secure his Effects, 
and direct an inventory thereof to be taken, a 
dupheate of which ig to be lodged in the Office of 
the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the Depart- 
ment. 

* ArricLe 103. 


If there be no Heir or Executor on the spot, the 
Effects are to be publicly sold; the Commanding 
Officer of the Regiment or Party, or Officer in 
charge of the Department, after discharging the 
debts of the deceased, viz. the expense of Funeral 
Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quarters, and 
Regimental Debts of every description, shall 
account for the residue to the Heir or Heirs 
declared by Will, whether written or verbal, or 
nominated in the Regimental Legister, or in 
failure of such to the legal representative of the 
deceased; and in the event of no Executor, Heir, 
or other representative of the deceased attending 
and establishing his claim within twelve months 
from the date of the casualty, the amount in the 
hands of the Officer haviag charge of the Estate, 
iy to be remitted to the General Treasury at the 
Presidency. 





SECTION V. 


Miscellaneous. 
ARTICLE 104. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted by the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Gene- 
ral ‘l'reasury at the Presidency, or appropriated 
according to the rules obtaining at such Presi- 
dency. 

ArtTIcLe 105. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to the Commander in Chief, shall 
be construed to extend to the Commander in Chief 
at any Presidency, and to the Officer Commanding 
the Forces for the time being at any Presidency, 
unless when otherwise provided. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to Soidiers, shall be construed to 
extend to Non-Conmnissioned Officers, unless when 
otherwise provided. 


ARTICLE 106. 


When any portion pf the Troops belonging to 
one Presidency shall be serving within the limits 
of anethar Presidency, such Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, during such service, under the 
grders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Offieer of the Forces of the Presi- 
dency within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of these Articies of War, in the same 
manner as though they belonged to such Presi- 
denoy ;,and all the provisions of these Articles of 
War, which relate to the trial and punishment of 
offenders belonging te the Presidency within which 
the trial is held, are hereby declared applicable to 
the trial and punishment of offenders amenable to 
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these Articles of War serving within such Presi- 
dency. Provided always, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor General in Council in his executive 
capacity, to direct that the Troops, or any part 
thereof of any Presidency, whilst serving without 
the limits of such Presidency shall! continue under 
the orders and authority of the Commander in 
Chief, or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the 
Presidency to which they belong for all purposes 
of these Articles. 
ArticLte 107. 


Any Officer Commanding any portion of the 
East India Company’s Troops whch may at any 
time be serving in any place out of Her Majesty’s 
Dominions, or of the Possessions or Territories 
which are or may be under the Government of the 
said Company, or of the ‘lerritories of those 
States in alliance with the said Company in which 
the said Company’s Forces are permanently 
stationed, shall, upon complaint made to him of 
any offence committed against the property or 
person of any inhabitant or resident in any such 
countries, by any person serving with or belonging 
to the Company’s Army, being under the imme- 
diate Command of any such Officer, summon and 
cause tu assemble a General Court Martial, which 
shall consist of not less than three Officers, for the 
purpose of trying any such person, notwithstand- 
ing any such Officer shall not have received any 
Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts 
Martial; and every such Court Martial shal! have 
the same powers in regard to summoning and 
examining witnesses, trial of, and sentence upon 
any such offenders as are granted by these Articles 
to General Courts Martial; provided that no 
sentence of any such Court Martial shall be 
executed until the General Commanding in Chief 
the Army to which the Division, Brigade, Detach- 
ment, or Party to which any person so tried, 
convicted and adjudged to suffer punishment shall 
belong, shall have approved and confirmed the 
same; except where such sentence shall not exceed 
the powers granted by these Articles to a District, 
or Garrison Court Martial, in which ease the 
Officer by whom the Court is convened is hereby 
authorized to confirm or commute, or mitigate, or 
remit the same; reporting the proceedings to the 
said General Commanding in Chief. 


ARTICLE 108. 


General Courts Martial only shall have the 
power to try Commissioned Officers; or to pass 
Sentence of Death or Transportation on any 
offenders. 

ArticLe 109. 


No person, being acquitted or convicted before 
a Court Martial of any offence, shall be liable to 
be tried a second time by the same or any other 
Court Martial for the same offence. Provided 
always, that after a Soldier shall have been found 
guilty by a Court Martial of any military offence, 
such Court Martial shall inquire into and receive 
evidenee of any previous conviction of such Soldier 
before a Court Martial or a Court of Justice, and 
shall enquire into the general character of such 
Soldier; for the pnrpose of affixing the punish- 
ment to which he is liable to be sentenced for the 
offence of which he has been so found guilty, 

Provided that no such evidence shall in any 
case be received until the Court shall have ascer. 
tained that such Soldier had previously to bis trial 
received notice of the intention to produce sach 
evidence on the same. And it is hereby directed 
that such notice shall be given to all Soldiers 
previous to trial. 


* * Arricte 110. 


No Non-Commnissioned Officer shall be Reduced 
to the ranks but by the sentence of a Court Martial, 
or by order of the Commander in Chief of the 
Presidency to which the offender shall belong. 
Provided that no Non-Commisstoned Officer shall 
be Reduced to the ranks for any limited period; 
nor Suspended from his rank; nor Reduced from 
a higher to a lower grade of Non-Commissioned 
Offcer; nor sentenced to suffer Corporal Punish- 
ment or Imprisonment, without being first Redne- 
ed to the ranks. 


* ArwicLte III. 


Any Officer or Soldier thinking himself wronged 
by his Superior or other Officer 18 to complain 
thereof to the Commanding Officer of his ‘Troop 
or Company, by whom if the grievance be not 
redressed, such Officer, Non-Commuissioned Officer, 
or Soldier, may complain to the Commanding 
Officer of his Regiment, who 13 hereby required to 
examine into such complaint, or remit it to his 
superior authority as the circumstances may 
require; but if the complaint should appear to be 
frivolous or groundless, the party preferring it 
shall be hable to be pumshed according to the 
sentence of a General or other Court Martial in 
manner hereinbefore mentioned ; provided that 
such offender shall not be lable to be sentenced 
to Dismissal, nor tv suffer Corporal Pumishment or 
Imprisonment with hard labour. 


ARTICLE 112. 


In case of light offences, a Commanding Officer 
may, without the intervention of a Court Martial, 
award extra drijl with or without pack for a period 
not exceeding fifteen days; restriction to Barrack 
limits not exceeding fifteen days; confinement in 
the Quarter Guard or Defaulter’s Room, not 
exceeding seven days; removal from Staff situa- 
tions or acting appointments ; or may order Soldiers 
to be employed in piling and unpiling shot; and 
in cleaning accoutrements of men m Hospital; 
but none of these descriptions of punishment shall 
be awardable by Sentence of a Court Martial. 
And a Commanding Officer may award solitary 
confinement not exceeding seven days. 


Provided that Soldiers in confinement shall be 
liable to be ordered to attend ordinary drill. 


ARTICLE 113 


Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall be taken 
prisoner by the Enemy, shall forfeit all claim to 
pay and allowances during the peried of his 
remaining a prisoner and until he shall again 
return to the service; when, if he can establish, 
before a Court Martial, that he was unavoidably 
taken prisoner in the course of service, and resist- 
ed as long as he was able, and that he hath not 
served with or assisted the Enemy, and that he 
hath returned as soon as possible to the service, 
he shall be entitled to receive either the whole, or 
such portion of his arrears of pay and allowances 
as the Government of the Presidency to which he 
may belong shall determine, after the opinion or 
finding of such Court Martial shall have been 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief. And 
every Officer or Soldier in imprisonment under the 
sentence of a Court Martial, or a commuted 
sentence, or under the sentence of a Court of 
Criminal Judicature, shall, during the term of 
such imprisonment, receive subsistence only, to 
the amount of his pay proper, according to the 
rates of Pay granted to Officers and Soldiers of 
the Bengal Army. 


\ 
SECTION VI. 


Mode of dealing with offences not Military. 
ARTICLE 114. 


In all places within the jurisdiction of any Civil 
Judicature, established by appointment of Her 
Majesty or of the satd Company, Officers and 
Soldiers accused of capital crimes, or of violence, 
or of offences against person and property, punish- 
able by such Civil Judicature, shall be delivered 
over to a Magistrate to be proceeded against 
according to Law. 

And all Officers and Soldiers are hereby requir- 
ed to asaist the Officers of Justice in apprehending 
and securing any person so accused. 








Crimes to be tried by Courts Martial where no regu- 
lar Criminal tribunals exist. 


ArticLE LI5. 


In any place within the limits of the Charter of 
the East India Company, whether in or out of the 
British ‘Verritories, where there may be no Civil 
Judicature appointed by Her Majesty or the said 
Company for the trial of persons accused of offences 
ordinarily cognizable by Civil Tribunals, such 
offences when committed by Officers or Soldiers 
shall be cognizable by Courts Martial. 


ARTICLE 116, 


General Courts Martial shall have cognizance 
ordinarily, of offences punishable with Death ; 

Transportation for Life ; 

Imprisonment for Life ; 

Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
fourteen years ; 

Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
seven years. 

ArtTicLEe 117. 

District, or Garrison Courts Martial shall have 
cognizance, ordinarily, of offences punishable with 
Imprisonment for a period which may extend to 
three years, and, by special order, of offences 
ordinarily cognizable by General Courts Martial 
not hable to the punishment of Death or ‘Trans- 
portation, with power to sentence persons convicted 
of such offences to Imprisonment for any period 
not exceeding three years. 


ARTICLE 118. 


Regimental, Detachment, or Line Courte Mar- 
tial, shall have cogmizacce, ordinarily, of offences 
punishable with Imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding six calendar months, and, by special 
order, of offences ordinarily cognizable by District, 
or Garrison Courts Martial, with power to sentence 
persons convicted of such offences to Imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding six calendar monthe.

Punishment of Death. 
Articie 119. 


Any Officer or Soldier who shall he convicted 
by a General Court Martial of the crime of 
“ Murder” shall be sentenced to euffer Death by 
being hanged by the neck until he be dead. \ 

if any injury intended against one person shall, 
through mistake or accident, light upes another 
person, and kill him, such killing shali be deemed 
to be murder, whensoever' it would have been 
murder had the person against wham auch injury 
was intended been killed. - 

Whensoever death shall result from any injury 
wilfully caused by an offender, but at his 


intending sch hat to light on any person in 
articular, such offender shall be guilty of murder, 

if the offence would have been murder had he 

intended to do the injury to the person killed. 





Offences punishable by Transportation for Life. 
ARTICLE 120. 


Any Officer or Soldier who shall be convicted 
by a General Court Martial of any of the offences 
hereinafter mentioned, accompanied with an attempt 
to commit murder, or with wounding or other 
Corporal injury to any person endangering the life 
of{such person: ‘That is to say, 


Ist.—Breaking, or attempting to break, by day 
or night, into any Dwelling House, Tent, Boat, or 
other habitation, or into any building or place 
used for the preservation of property, with the 
intent to rob or steal. 


2nd.—Robbery or attempt to rob; 
Srd.—Stealing or attempting to steal in a house, 
or from the person ; 


Shall be Sentenced by such General Court 
Martial to Imprisonment with or without hard 
labour and Transportation for life.

once every three months at the head of every 
Regiment, Troop or Company mustered in the 
service and to every decruit at the period of his 
attestauion.

And whereas doubts may exist whether the 
said right can be enforced by virtue of the prin- 
ciples of, equity and good consciénce in the other 
parte of the Territories subject to the Govern- 
ment of the Kast India Company : 


And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it is desirable that the existence of the said right 
should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said 
right should be aie capable of eusy enforcement 
in every part of the said Territories :

Act No. == or 1847. 


An Act for preventing the dangers arising from 
Gunpowder and Fireworks within the limits of the 
Presidency Towns of Calcutta, Madras und Bom- 
bay. 

I. Itis hereby enacted, that the Rule, Ordi- 
nance and Regulation passed by the Governor 
General in Council on the 8th April, 1802, and 
Section If. Act XVIII. of 1841, be repealed. 


It. And it is hereby enacted, that if any per- 
son (unless licenced as hereinafter provided) shall 
within the limits of the Presidency ‘own of Cal- 
cutta, Madras or Bombay, manufacture Gunpow- 
der, or have in his possession in any house, shop, 
warehouse or other building, at any one time, a 
greater quantity of Gunpowder for sale or other- 
wise than ten pounds, he shall, on conviction, before 
a Magistrate of Police, be liable to a forfeiture of 
all such Gunpowder so manufactured or possessed, 
together with the vessel or receptacle in which it 
may be seized, and also to a fine not exceeding in 
amount the sum of Rupees Five Hundred. 


THI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Chief or Senior Magistrate of Police 
to grant to any person (whom he shall deem fit and 
proper) a licence for the manufacture of Gunpow- 
der, or for the sale or keeping in deposit within the 
limits of the Presidency Town of Calcutta, Madras 
or Bombay, any quantity of imported or Indian 
manufactured Gunpowder tiot exceeding fifty pounds 
oa such conditions and subject to such regulations 
as shall be specified in the treaties and shail be ap- 
praved of by the local Government: snd any person 
who shall be guilty of a breach of any of such 
conditions and regulations ehall, on conviction, 
before a Magistrate of Police, be Hable toa forfei- 
ture of his lieanoe and of all Gunpowder so manu- 
factured, together with all implements used in such 
manufacture, or go sold or kept in deposit contrary 
thereto, and also to a fine not exceeding Rupees 
Two Hundred. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that no person 
or persons whatever being a dealer or dealers, or 
manufacturer or manwacturers of Gunpowder, shall 
keap at any one'tinve at his or their house, shop, 
place of manufacture, warehouse or other build- 
ingy<mofe of the mixed, oiaterials required for 
maiehig Shanporder ‘than may be sufficient for the 
méutiastute of fifty pounds weight of Gunpowder, 
aes Larvees or persone who shall-be-guilty of 
a Wreagh-of this rule shall, on cenviction, before a 
Magistrate of Police, be liable to a forfeiture of his 
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or their licence and of all such nfixed materials, 
together with the vessels or receptacles in which 
they may be seized, and also to @ fine not exceeds 
fag Rupees Two Hundred. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that every such 
licences as is mentioned in Section I{I. shall be in 
force for a period of one year only and no longer, 
but shall be renewable by the said Chief or Senior 
Magistrate at his discretion on the same or any 
other terms and conditions, to be subject in like 
manner to the approval of the local Government, 
and such licence shall also provide for the transit 
and carrying of Gunpowder from one place to 
another within the limits of the eaid Presidenc 
Town of Caleutia, Madras or Bombay, in suc 
manner and in such quantity as shall be deemed 
advisable for the safety of the inhabitants and of 
property within the said Presidency Towns, and 
every person offending against such provisions shall 
be liable to a fiue not exceeding Rupees Fifty, and 
every person obtaining such licence as aforesaid, 
shall pay a fee of Rupees ‘I'wo for the same to the 
said Chief or Senior Magistrate to be applied as 
the fines under this Act. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that any Magis- 
trate of Police on credible information laid before 
him on oath or solemn affirmation that Gunpowder 
or mixed matertals for making the same contrary 
to the provisions of this Act, are suspected to be 
stored, kept or possessed by any person or persons, - 
may issue his warrant for searching in the day-time 
any house, shop, magazine or other building or 
place in which he has reasonable ground to suspect 
any Gunpowder to be manufactured, sold or kept, 
or any boat, carriage, cart or other vehicle in 
which any Gunpowder or materials for manufac 
turing the same may be suspected to be carried, or 
any person or persons suspected of carrying the 
same contrary to such licence or to the provisions 
of this Act, and all Gunpowder, or materials for 
manufacturing the same found onsuch search shall, 
together with the vessels or receptacles in which 
they may be stored be immediately seized by such 
searcher or searchers and brought before a Magis-~ 
trate of Police with whom the same shall be kept 
till it shall be adjudged whether the same shall 
be forfeited. 

VII. Provided, that the preceding Sections of 
this Act shall not extend to any Government ma- 
gazine, or store or building for the making or de- 
posit of Gunpowder under the authority or for the 
use of the Government, or to any Gunpowder Yor 
the useof Her Majesty’s or the East India Com- 
pany’s Troops, or otherwise for the service of Go- 
vernment, or to any of Her Majesty’s Vessels of 
War, or the Vessels of the Indian Navy or of the 
Kast India Company’s Marine, or to any other 
Vessel within the River Hooghly, or the Port Road 
or Harbour of Madras or Bombay laden with Gun. 
powder for importation or exportation 


VIII. Provided also and it is hereby enacted, 
that Commanders of Merchant Vessels entering the 
River Hooghly shall on or before the arrival of 
their Vessels off Moyapore deposit in the Maga- 
zine at that place all Gunpowder intended for the 
Ship’s use, from on board their respective Vessels, 
exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, 
which quautity they shali be permitted to retain 
in their Vessels for the purpose of firing Salutes or . 
Signals in case of distress, and the Ganpowder so 
deposited shall be again delivered on board on the 
return of the respective Vessels from Calcutta in 
adpaaeeeary of the outward voyage: and it is here- 

y enacted, that Cormanders of Merchant Vessels 
in the River Hooghly having on board their Vessels 
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Gunpowder fot importation (not being Ganpowder 
belonging to the Government) exceeding the quan- 
tity of fifty pounds, shall deposit the same on or 
before the arrival of their Vessels off Fort Witham 
or the Town of Calcutta in the Magazine at How- 
rab, under charge of an Officer belonging to the 
Customs at that place, or such other person as the 
Governor of Bengal may appoint; and the Proprie- 
tors or Consignees of such Gunpowder or their 
Agents, whenever they shall desire to remove the 
same from the Mazagine, shall make application to 
the Collector of Sea Customs for authority to do sa, 
which application when it be intended that such 
Gunpowder shall be lodged in any place or be laden 
in any boat or other conveyance within the limits of 
the ‘Town, shall be accompanied by a written order 
of permission, signed by a Maziatrate of Police to 
that effect, and when it be intended, that such Gun- 
powder shall he exported by Sea, the Commanders 
of Vessels, or the Proprietors or their Agents, 
by whom it shall have heen deposited in the Maga- 
zine shall make application to the Collector of Sea 
Customs for permission 80 to export it; and the 
Collector of Sea Customs shall comply with such 
applications aforesaid, except where the exportation 
of ammunition shall require, under provisions of 
Act XVIII. of 1841, a licence from a Public Off- 
cer other than the Collector of Sea Customs, in 
which case the Collector of Sea Customs shall not 
comply with the application unless it be accom- 
panied by the licence of such Public Officer, and 
on or before the removal of all Gunpowder from 
the Magazine, the Collector of Sea Customs shall 
and he is hereby authorized to levy a fee, the rate 
of which shall not be exceeding two annas per 
pound, for all Gunpowder that has been lodged 
therein, which fee, (not to exceed the rate of two 
annas per pound as aforesaid, and to be regulated 
by such Orders as the Governor of Bengal may 
from time to time issue for the purpose) shall be 
taken to cover all charges for the safe custody of 
the Gunpowder during the period it has remained 
or shall remain in the Magazine. Provided also 
and it is hereby enacted, that the Governor of 
Bengal shall be at liberty to authorize such 
arrangement to be made by letting or otherwise 
contracting for the custody of the Magazine, aud 
for the collection and appropriation of the fee 


which may be charged for Gunpowder stored | 


therein as he may think proper, subject, however, 
to all the restrictions and rules imposed by this 
Sectyon of this Act in respect to the removal from 
the Magazine of Gunpowder therein stored. 


IX. And it is hereby enacted, that for every 
act done or omitted to be done contrary to the 
provisions in the last preceding Section of this Act 
by the Commander of any Merchant Vessel iu the 
Port of Calcutta the Commander aforesaid shall 
forfeit the sum of ‘Two Hundred Rupees, and the 
Collector of Sea Customs is hereby empowered to 
enforce the said penalty: Provided also and it is 
hereby enacted, that the Collector shall not grant 
a Port Clearance for any Vessel in which such 
penalty shall have been incurred uatil it have been 
paid. And the Collector of Sea Customs is hereby 
empowered to search for any quantity of Gun- 
powder which he may have reason to believe to be 
on board a Merchant Vessel in the Port of Calcutta 
contrary to the provisions of this Act, and to seize 
it and detain it in the (Magazine at Howrab en a 
forfeiture to the Government to be: dealt with as 
the Governor of Bengal shall think right to direct.

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that notwith- 
standing the provisions in the last Section, it shall 
be lawful for the Chief or Senior Magistrate of 
Police on any public festivals or days of private 
or family rejoicings among the Natives to permit 
the discharge of fireworks, and the making of bon- 
firee in such places, and at such times and under 
such restrictions and limitations as to the said 
Chief or Senior Magistrate may seem fit for the 
protection of property and the persons of the in- 
habitants of the said Presidency own of Calcutta, 
Madras or Bombay against injury, and fur such 
purpose to issue a Proclamation notifying the 
conditions on which such permission is granted, 
and every person convicted before a Magistrate of 
Police of offending against such Proclamation shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding Rupees One 
Hundred, besides being liable in damages to any 
party injured thereby either in his person or 
property. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines, 
forfeitures and penalties incurred under this Act 
may be recovered in the form and mode prescribed 
by Act No. II. of 1889, and shall be paid into the 
General Treasury forthe benefit of the municipal 
Funds, 


XIII. And it is hereby enacted and deelared, 
that the words Presidency Town of Caleutts, 
Madras or Bombay, as used in this Act, shall for 
the purposes of it be held and deémed to include 
all places within the local limite of the juriadic- 
tion of Her Majeaty’s Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture at the said Presidency Towns.

The following Act is brought up before the 
Legislative Council this-day, The Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council being desirous that no 
time should be lost in passing the Act, 


Resolved—That the Rules requiring that all 
Acts of the Governor General of India in Council 
shall be brought up for second reading in two 
months or in three months from the date of the 
first reading be suspended in respect to the fallow- 
ing proposed Act, and that it be at once passed 
into Law. 


ACT No. XIX. OF 1847. 


An Act to make certain Amendments in the Arti- 
cles of War for the Government of the Native Officers 
and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East 
India Company. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to make certain 
Amendments in the Articles of War provided by 
Act XX. of 1845, for the Government of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers in the Miltary Ser- 
vice of the Kast India Company, and for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice by Courts Martial to be 
holden on such Officers and Soldiers : 


1. It is therefore hereby enacted, that from and 
after the First day of March 1848, the Articles of 
War provided by Act XX. of 1845, are repealed. 


Il. And it is enacted, that the following Arti- 
eles of War shall from and after the said day be 
the Articles of War for the Government of the 
said Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Servise of the said Company, and for the Admi- 
nistratton of Justice by Courts Martial to be holden 
on such Officers and Saldiers. Provided always 
that all crimes and offences committed against the 
Articles of War provided by Act XX. of 1845 
atorestid may be inquired of and punished in like 
mansier aa if they had been committed against the 
Articles of War hereby provided ; and that every 
Warrant A iding why Court Martial under the 


Articiet af Wir provided by the Act XX. of 1845 
aforesaid shall Habe in fall force notwithetanding 


the repeal of such Articles; and that all proceed- 
ings of any Court Marual upon any trial begun 
under such Artictes, shall not be discontinued by 


the repeal of the same. 


ARTICLES OF WAR, 


SECTION 1. 





Of Inlisting and Discharges. 


ARTICLE 1}. 


Every Reeruit, prior to being enrolled in his 
Regiment, shall have the First Four Articles of 
the Second Section of these Articles of War read 
and explained to him, and when reported fit for 
duty in the ranks, such Declaration as is now used, 
if any, in the respective Presidencies, shall be 
inade to him by the Officer Commanding, in front 
of the Regiment or Corps, in presence of the 
Native Officers and Soldiers, and an oath or decla- 
ration shall then be required from him, aceording 
to the forms of his religion, such oath and decla- 
ration to be the like as are now used 1n the res- 
pective Presidencies, 


* ARTICLE 2. 


No Commissioned Officer shall be dismissed 
except by the Sentence of a General Court Mar~ 
tial, No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
shall be discharged as a punishment except by the 
Sentence of a Court Martial, or by order of the 
Commander in Chief at the Presidency to which 
he may belong. Every such dismissal or discharge 
shall include forfeiture of all claim to pension. 
Provided also, that the Governor General *in 
Council in his executive capacity, and the Gover- 
nor in Council of any Presidency to which a Com- 
missioned or Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
may belong, shall bave power to order his dig» 
missal or discharge. 


ARTICLE 3. 


All Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
discharged the Service, shall be furnished by the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment with a 
Discharge Certificate, made out in the Vernacular 
Language of the individual discharged, with an 
English Translation, expressing the authosity. for, 
and cause of, such discharge, and the period of 
his entire Service in the Army, 


* ARTICLE 4. 


No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier shall 
enlist himself in any other Regiment without a 
regular discharge from hig former Regiment, under 
the penalty of being reputed a Deserter, and suf- 
fering accordingly. 


SECTION IT, 


Crimes and Punishment. 
Crimes puntshable with death, transportation, corpo- 
ral punishment, imprisonment, or dismissal. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall begin, excite, 
cause, or join in avy Mutiny or Sedition in the 
Regiment or Corps to which he belongs, or in any 
other Corps or Regiment whatsoever, on any pre- 
tence whatever; or who, being present at any 
Mutiny or Sedition, shall not use his utmost 
endeavours to suppress it; or who, coming to the 
knowledge of any Mutiny, intended Mutiny, or 
concealed combination against the State, shall not 
without delay give information thereof to his 
Commanding Officer; or 


ARTICLE 6. 

Who ehall strike his Superior Officer, or shall 
draw or offer to draw, or lift up any weapon, or 
use or offer any violence, against him; whether un 
or off duty, and under all circumstances in which 
his Superior Officer may be distinguishable as such 
in any manner ; or 


ARTICLE 7. 
Who shall disobey any Jawful Command of his 
Superior Officer ; or 


ARTICLE 8, 

Who shall desert trom the Kast India Company’s 
Service, (whether or not he shall re-enter or re-

Who, being a Sentry, in time of War or alarm,

And, tf a Soldier, shall, on conviction before a 
General, District, or Garrison Court Martial, be 
sentenced to suffer such punishment as a General, 
or District, or Garrison Court Martial is by these

Corporal Punishment, or Imprisooment with hard 
labour. 


Crimes incident ta Courts Martial ; punishable by 
General Court Martial with Dismissal or Suspen- 
son of Officers, and by any Court Martial with 
Dismissal or Reduction of Non-Commissioned 
Officers, and with Dismissal or Simple Imprisonment 
of Soldiers. 

ARTICLE 64. 


Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who, when duly summoned before a Court Martial, 
shall not attend, or shall refuse to be sworn, or to 
make affirmation, or to answer any lawful question;

Shall be punished according to the Sentence of 
the same or another Court Martial, with Dismissal,

Provided that auch person, being a Commission- 
ed Officer, shall not liable to be punished by

or who shall induce‘any other person so to pr ty

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ARTICLE 86. 


Any person using menacing or disrespectful 
words, signs, ot gestures, in the presence of a 
Court Martial then sitting, or causing any disorder 
or riot so as to disturb their proceedings; 


Shall be punished according to the condition of 
the offender and the nature and depree of his 
offence, by the Sentence of the same or another 
Court Martial, if he be amenable to these Articles 
of War; provided that such offender shall not be 
liable to be sentenced to Corporal Punishment or 
to Imprisonment with hard labour; and if not 
amenable to these Articles of War, the offender 
shall be delivered over to a Magistrate to be 
proceeded against according to law. 


Perjury ; punishable by General or District Court 
Martial with Dismissal, and in addition with 
Fine, or simple Imprisonment, of Officers and 
Soldiers. 

ARTICLE 67, 


Any Officer, ar Soldier, who shall be found 
guilty of wilfully and knowingly giving false evi- 
dence on oath or affirmation oa any trial before 
any General, or other Court Martial, or any Mili- 
tary Court entitled to administer an oath; or 
of inducing any other person so to offend ; 


Shall be Dismissed the service, and shall be 
further subject to Fine to the amount of his arrears 
of Pay and Allowances, or to Imprisonment which 
may extend to three years;—according to the 
Sentence of a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial. 


Crimes admitting of less seriovs notice. 
ARTICLE 66. 


Whereas it may be advisable that some of the 
offences which by the foregoing Articles are directed 
to be tried by a General, or District, or Garrison 
Court Martial, should, in certain cases which 
admit of less serious notice, be tried by Dretrict, 
or Garrison, or Regimental Courts Martial—in 
such cases the Officer Commanding the Regiment 
or Corps to which the offender belongs may, if he 
thinks it expedient and for the good of the Serviee, 
order the offender to be tried by Rogimental 
Court Martial, for any offence ordinarily cogniza- 
ble by District, or Garrison Court Martial ;-making 
however a report in every auch case, for the infor~ 
mation of the General Officer Commanding the 
Division, of the reasons of his having so stent ob 
or such Commanding Officer may lay a partiou 
statement of the case before the Ge or other 
Officer having authority to convene General, or 
District, or Garrison Courts Martial, under whose 
command such offender may be serving, with an 
application for permission to try the offender by 
District, or Garrison, or Regimental Court Mare 
tial; and such General or other Officer will exer. 
cise his discretion in camplying or not with sugh 
application; but the permission of such Geherat 
or other Officer so to procead, shall be entered 
upon the proceedings at the trial of such offender. 


Provided that Mutiny shail not be considered 


one of the offences admitting of such discretionary 
investigation. 


And that in cases where offences designated 
** Dingraceful Conduct” in these Articles of Wer, 
and -admitting of less serious notice, shall be tried 
by Regimental Courts Martial, the term.“ Dig. 
graceful Candvet” shall be omitted in the Charge; 
and the offender shall on conviction be lisble to 


suffer auch punishment as a Regimental Court 
Martial is by these Articles of War empowered to 


award. 
Offences on the Qyine of March or on board Vessels. 
ArvicLe 69, 


For offences committed on the Line of March, 
or on board any Ship or other Vessel, the Officer 
in Command of the Troops ts hereby authorized to 
try any Soldier by a Regimental, or Detachment 
Court Martial, and to confirm and execute the 
Sentence on the spot; . 

Provided that such Sentence shall in ne case 
exceed that which a Regimental Court Martial is 
competent to award;—and that the proceedings 
held in all such cases shall be transmitted for the 
information of the Commander in Chief, 





SECTION HI. 





Administration of Justice. 
Articte 70. 


Whenever any Officer or Soldier shall commit 
a crime deserving punishment by Court Martial, 
he shall, by his Commanding Officer, be put under 
arrest, if an Officer or Non-Commissioned Officer ; 
or if a Soldier, be confined; until he shall be 
either tried by a Court Martial, or shall be lawfully 
discharged by a proper authority; and no Officer 
or Soldier who shall be put in’ such arrest or 
confinement shall continue in his confinement 
longer than may be actually unavoidable. 


And such process of arrest or confinement, or 
an attempt to effect such process, shall in no 
case be omitted where it may be practicable ;—but 
where resistance may be made, or from other 
circumstances such process may be impracticable, 
the offender or offenders shall be liable to trial 
and punishment at any subsequent period, within 
the limitations provided in these Articles of War. 


ARTICLE 71. 


No person shall be liable to be tried or punish- 
ed for any offence against these Articles, which 
shall appear to have been committed more thar 
three years previous to the order directing the 
assembly of the Court Martial whereby he is to 
be tried, unless the person accused, by reason of 
his absenting himself, or some other manifest 
impediment, shall not have been amenable to 
justice within that period; in which case such 
person shall be liable to be tried, at any time not 
exceeding fo yeurs after the impediment shall 
have ceased. 

ARTICLE 72, 

Any person amenable to these Articles of War, 
who may commit any offence against the same, 
may be tried and punished for such offence in any 
place within the British Territories, or elsewhere, 
where he may have come after the commission of 
the Offence, in the same manner as if the offence 
had been committed where such trial shall take 
place. 

ARTICLE 73. 

The Commander in Chief at the Presidencies 
of Fort Wilham, Fort Saint George, and Bombay 
respectively for the time being, may appoint 
General or other Courts Martial, and confirm, 
and mitigate or commute, or remit the Sentences 
of such Courts; and may issue bis Warrant to 
any General or other Officer having the Command 
of a Body of Troops in the service of Her Majeaty, 
or of the East India Company, empowering such 


Officer to appoint General, or District, or Garri- 
son Courts Martial as occasion may,require, for 
the trial of off€nces committed by any of the 
Officers, or So'diers, or [Followers in the service 
of the said Company, being Natives of the Kast 
Indies, or of other places within the limits of the 
said Company’s Charter, and to confirm, and miti- 
gate or commute, or remit the sentences of such 
Courts Martial. 
Arricie 74, 


A General Court Martial shall not cousiat of 
less than thirteen Commissioned Officers, unless it 
be held out of the East India Company’s ‘Territo- 
ries, where such Court Marval may consist of 
seven Commissioned Officers, if a greater number 
cannot be conveniently assembled And no sen- 
tence of a General Court Martial shall be put in 
execution until after a report shall have been made 
of the whole proceedings to the Commander in 
Chief, or to some other person duly authorized to 
confirm the same, and until his directions shall 
have been signified thereupon. 





Powers ofa General Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 75. 


A General Court Martial may sentence any 
Officer or Soldier to Death or Transportation, for 
any crimes which are by these Articles of War 
expressly made liable to sentence of Death or 
Transportation, and for such crimes only. 


And when a Commissioned Officer shall be 
convicted of any offence, of which the pumshment 
is not defined in these Articles of War, or 13 left 
discretionary, a General Court Martial may adjudge 
such Officer to be Dismissed the service ;—or to 
be Suspended from Rank and Pay and Allowances, 
for a stated period ;—-or to be Placed lower on the 
list of his rank, by an alteration of the date of his 
Commission, thereby Josing the corresponding 
benefit of length of service; and the Court shall 
in every such sentence specify the extent or degree 
of Suspension or Reduction, which they shall so 
adjudge ;—-or the Court may sentence such Officer 
to be Keprimanded in such maaner as the Com- 
mander in Chief may direct. 


And a General Court Martial may sentence 
auy Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to 
the ranks;—or may sentence any Non-Com- 
missioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed the 
service ;—or to be Placed lower in the list of the 
rank which he holds (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing,) or may sentence amy Soldier 
to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceeding 
Jifty lashes ;—or Imprisonment with or without 
bard Jabour not exceeding twe years ;—and to be 
kept in solitary confinement for any portion or, 
portions of such Imprisonment, not exceeding 
twenty-eight daya ata time, nor eighty-four days 
in any one year, with intervals between the periods 
of solitary confinement, of not less duration. than 
such periods of solitary confitement. Provided that 
no Soldier shall be kept in solitary confinemeat 
more than eighty-four days in any one year, whether 
by the sentence of one or more Courts Martial, 
or by order of his Commanding Offcer. 


And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
either to Corporal Punishment, or to imptison- 
ment, as aloresaid, sentence a Soldier to Forfeiture. 
of all advantage as to additional Pay and to Pen, 
sion on discharge, which might bavé oxherwise 
acerued from the length or ‘nature of his 2 
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former, 
bervice; or to Forfeiture of such advantage ubio- 


lutely, whether it might have accrued from past 
service, of might accrue fram future service, 
according to the nature of the case, for disgrace/il 
conduct. 

And a General Court Martial may, in addition 
to the punishment of Dismissal, sentence any 
Officer ot Soldier to forfeit his arrears of Pay and 
Allowa»ces due at the time of his discharge, or 
such proportion thereof as may be required, to 
make good any loss or damage arising out of his 
misconduct ;—And, in addition to any punishment 
not involving Dismissal from the service, may 
sentence any Officer or Soldier to be put under 
Stoppages not exceeding two-thirds of his Pay 
and Allowances in the case of an Officer, and not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances in the 
case of a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, 
until the amount of such loss or damage be made 
good. 


Confirmation and Commutation of Sentence by the 
Commander in Chief. 


ARTICLE 76. 


In cases wherein a Sentence of Death shall 
have been awarded by @ General Court Martial, 
for any offence against discipline for which sentence 
nf Death is awardable under these Articles of 
War, the Commander in Chief may confirm such 
Sentence and cause it to be carried into effect, or 
may. instead of causing such Sentefice to be carri- 
ed into effect, order the offender, if an Officer, to 
be Traneported for life, or to be Imprisoned for 
any term of years, or to be Dismissed; and, if a 


ranks, or ‘placed lowér in the list of the rank 
which he holds; (which shall not involve any 
forfeiture of service or other advantage, except 
that of standing.) 


And in cases of offenders Sentenced to Impri- 
sonment with Hard Labour, the Commander in 
Chief may mitigate such Sentence by causing the 
offender to be Reduced to the ranks, in the case 
of a Non-Commussioned Officer: or in the case of 
a Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier by direct- 
ing that he be Dismissed from the service; or 
suffer Imprisonment without Hard Labour, and 
with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be regu- 
lated as aforesaid.) for any period not exceeding 
that for which he shall have been Sentenced ta 
such Imprisonment with Hard Labour. 


ARTICLE 77. 


A District, or Garrison Court Martial shall 
consist of not less than Seven Commissioned Offi- 
cers, except in situations where that number 
cannot be conveniently assembled, when such 
Court may consist of not less than Five Commis- 
sioned Officers. And such District, or Garrison 
Court Martial may be composed of Officers of the 
same Regiment, and shall be assembled in confor- 
mity with the orders of the Commander in Chief. 

And the Sentence of a District, or Garrison 
Court Martial shall be confirmed by the Com- 
mander in Chief, or by some Officer duly autho~ 
rized to confirm the same. " 





Commutation of Sentence. 
And the Commander in Chief is empowered to 


remit, or mitigate, or commute the Sentences of 
such Courts Martial, in the same manner as the 
Sentences of General Courts Martial; and to 
delegate to or withhold from Commanding Officers 
the power of convening such Courts Martial, and 
of confirming, remitting, mitigating, or commut- 
ing the Sentences of such Courts (not including 
forfetture of pay or pension or other advantage), as 
the Commander in Chief may deem to be most 
expedient. 


And in case of any Sentence, including for- 
feiture of additional Pay or of Pension on Dis- 
charge, or of any prospective advantage, such 
Sentence shall not be carried into effect until 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief; and all 
forfeitures of any present or prospective advantage 
shall be reatorable by the same authority. 


Soldier, to be ‘Transported tor life, or to be Impri- 
xoned with or without Hard Labour either for 
ife, or for a certain term of years, and with or 
without solitary confinement, (to be regulated as 
iforesaid,) as to the Commander in Chief may 
een meet, 


In cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
Transportation, the Commander in Chief may in 
leu thereof order the offender to be imprisoned 
or any term of years, or to be Dismissed. And 
n cases of Commissioned Officers Sentenced to 
i@ Mismissed from the service, the Commander in 
*hief may, in lieu of such Punishment, direct, 
hat the offender be Suspended from Rank and 
ay and Allowances for a certain period, to be 
istinetly specified by the Commander in Chief, 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
sentence of Transportation passed on a Soldier, to 
inprisonment with or without Hard Labour, and 
‘ith or without Solitary Confinement (to be 
egulated as aforesaid); and such Imprisonment 
aay be either for the same period for which 
‘ransportation shall have been awarded, or for 


ny lesser period. 





Powers of a District or Garrison Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 78. 


A District or Garrison Court Martial may Sen- 
tence any Non-Commissioned Office? to be Ree : 
duced to the ranks,—or may Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to be Dismissed 
from the Service; or to be placed lower in the list . 
of the rank which he holds (which shall not involve 
any forfeiture of service or other advantage, ex- 
cept that of standing;) or may Sentence any 
Soldier to suffer Corporal Punishment not exceed- 
ing Jfy lashes; or Imprisonment with or without 
Hard Labour not exceeding one yeur, and to be 
kept in Solitary Confinement (to be regulated as 
aforesaid. ) 

And such Court Martial may, in addition either 
to Corporal Punishment or to Imprisonment -as 
aforesaid, Sentence a Soldier to forfeiture of all 
advantage as to additional Pay, and to Pension on 
Discharge, which might have otherwise atcrued 


And the Commander in Chief may commute a 
ientence of Corporal Punishment to Dismissal 
rom the service; or, in the case of a Non- 
ommissioned Officer may mitigate such Sen- 
mee to Reduction to tie ranks; or in the case of 
Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier may com- 
ute such Sentence to Imprisonment without 
lard Labour, and with or without Solitary Con- 
nement (to be regulated as asforesaid,) for any 
priod not exceeding two years, 


In cases of Non-Commissioned Officers Sen- 
meed, to be Dismissed from the service, the 
‘ommander: in Chief Way, in

to forfeiture of such advantage absolutely, whe- 
ther it might have accrued from past service, or 
might acerue from future service, according to the 
nature of the case, for disgraceful conduct. 


And such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
 aaeni of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 

ommiesioned Officer or Soldier to forfeit his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at the time of 
his discharge, or such proportion thereof as may 
be required to make good any loss or damage 
arising out of his misconduct; and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Soldier to be put under Stoppages not 
exceeding half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of such loss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 79. 


A Regimental Court Martial shall consist of 
not less than Five Commissioned Officers, (unless 
it be found impracticable to assemble that number, 
when Zhree may be sufficient:) and shall be 
assembled by order of the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment. And no Sentence of a Kegimental 
Court Martial shall be of force until the Com- 
manding Officer shall have confirmed the same. 
Provided that such Commanding Officer shall 
have power to remit all Sentences whatever 
passed by such Court, and thereupon to cause the 
offender to. be released and to return to his duty. 


Commutation of Sentence. 


And such Commanding Officer shall have 
power to confirm and carry into effect or to 
mitigate all Sentences whatever passed by such 
Court; and to commute a Sentence of Corporal 
Punishment to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 
and with or without Solitary Confinement, (to be 
regulated as aforesaid,) for any period for which 
such Court is competent to Sentence an offender 
to suffer Imprisonment and in the same manner; 
and to mitigate a Sentence of Lismissal in the 
case of a Non-Commiasioned Officer, to Reduction 
to the Ranks;—and to commute a Sentence of 
Imprisonment with Hard Labour, to Dismissal; or 
to mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the 
Ranks; or to Imprisonment without Hard Labour, 





Powers of a Regimental Court Martial. 
* ARTICLE 80. 


Regimental Court Martial may sentence any 
Non-Commissioned Officer to be Reduced to the 
ranke ;—-or may sentence any Non-Commiasioned 
Officer or Soldier to be dismissed from the service ; 
—or to be placed lower in the Sist of the rank 
which he halds (which shall not involve any forfei- 
ture of service or other advantage, except that of 
standing,)—or may Sentence any Soldier to suffer 
Corporal Punishment not exceeding fifty lashes ; 
or Imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
atiy perind not exceeding siz calendar months ; and 
to be kept in solitary confinement (to be regu- 
lated as.aforesaid.) 


Any such Court Martial may, in addition to the 
punishment of Dismissal, Sentence any Non- 
Commissioned Officer or Soldier to forfeis his 
arrears of Pay and Allowances due at tho time 
of hig discharge, or euch proportion thereof as 
may be tequired to make good any joss or damage 
ariking out of bis misgonduet; and in addition to 
any punishment not involving Dismissal from the 
service, may Sentence any Non-Cosomissioned 
Officer or Suidier to be put under Stoppages- not 
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exceeding ‘half of his Pay and Allowances, until 
the amount of euch,loss or damage be made good. 


ARTICLE 8], 


An Officer Commanding any Detachment of his 
own Regiment, may assemble Regimental Detach- 
ment Courts Martial ;—and an Officer Command- 
ing a Detachment consisting of men of different 
Corps, may assemble Detachment or Line Courts 
Martial ;~-and all such Coarts shall be constituted 
in the same manner as Regimental Courts Martial 
under the provisions of these Articles of War, and 
shall have the like powers. 


And the provisions of these Articles of Wat 
relating to Courts Martial held in Regiments, 
shall be taken to apply to Courts Martial held in 
Detachments, in all practicable cases, 


Provided that no Officer on detached Command 
of less than four ‘Troops or Companies, or of 
Detachments numerically equal to four ‘Troops or 
C mpanies, and not being on the line of march or 
on board any ship or other vessel, ehall carry into 
effect any punishment awarded by a Court Martial 
held by his order, until the Sentence shall have 
been confirmed by the Officer Commanding the 
Regiment to which the offender belongs, or by the 
nearest Superior Officer holding a Command of 
not less than a Regiment ;—(who is hereby autho~ 
rized to confirm the same, in like manner, as an 
Officer Commanding a Regiment is empowered to 
do Larrea in detached situations beyond Sea or 
out of the British ‘Territories, or when on Service 
in the field, or in casea where an immediate example 
ia necessary and reference cannot be made to 
such Commanding or Superior Officer without 
detriment to the Service; when the Officer Com- 
manding such Detachment may exercise the powers 
which are vested ian an Officer Commanding a 
Regiment. 

Arricie 82, 

At all Courts Martial, it shall be competent to 
the Officer convening the Court to instruct the 
Court, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, 
and Imprisonment form a part of the Sentence, 
no portion of the [Imprisonment should be Solitary ; 
—or, should Corporal Punishment be awardable 
to the offender, that it shall not be awarded in the 
particular case; and the Court will govern itself

ARTicLE 88. .

ARTICLE 64.

every Judge, Magistrate, Sheriff, or other Officer 
in charge of a Jail, to give effect to such sentence, 
on the offender sp delivered into his custody, 
and on being furnished with a copy of the sentence 
by the Officer Commanding the Station or Regi- 
ment or Detactimeént, within which the trial is held. 


ARTICLE 85. 


Whenever any Soldier shall be sentenced to 
Imprisonment for life, or a sentence of Death sball 
be commuted to Imprisonment for life, it shall be 
lawful for the Commander in Chief to order such 
offender to be Transported beyond sea for life, and 
such order shall thereupon be made, unless there 
should be special reasons inducing the Commander 
in Chief to think such prisoner not a proper sub- 
ject for Transportation. 


ARTICLE 86, 


Persons sentenced to Imprisonment by Courts 
Martial shall be imprisoned in any public prison 
or in any other fit place which the Commander in 
Chief shall from time to time direct. 


ARTICLE 87, 


Every Soldier sentenced to Imprisonment with 
hard labour, shall, previous to undergoing such 
punishment, be struck off the strength of his 
Corps from the date of confirmation of such 
sentence; and no Soldier who has undergone such 
punishment for any period shall be capable of 
being re-admitted in the ranks, or of receiving 
pension on discharge. 

ARTICLE 88. 

Offenders sentenced to Dismissal for disgraceful 
conduct ; 

And offenders subject to Corporal Punishment, 
or to Imprisonment with hard labour for disgrace- 
ful conduct shall, on any such sentence being 
confirmed, be Dismissed with Ignominy. 


ARTICLE 89. 


ku every ease wherein a fine, or forfeiture of 
arrears of pay, or stoppages Bhall be adjudged by 
a Court Martial, any pay or public money due to 
the offender, or that may become due to him, shall 
be available, with the sanction of the Commander 
in Chief, for the payment of the amount so 
adjudged. 

And no Soldier sentenced to pay a fine or to 
stoppages to make good any loss or’ damage 
arising out of his misconduct, shall be continued 
under forfeiture or stoppages under any one such 
sentence for any period exceeding one year; and 
no Soldier shall be at any one time placed under 
forfeiture or stoppages exceeding in the whole the 
amount of half of his Pay and Allowances, nor be 
liable to be put under stoppages prospectively 
while actually under stoppages to the amount of 
half of his Pay and Allowances.

Powers and Duties of Provost Marshals. 
Antricce 100. 


For the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
by ‘Troops in the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provost Marshals shall be appointed by the 
Commaader in Chief, and their Powers shall be 
regulated according to the established Usages of 
War and Rules of the Service; their duties are to 
take charge of Prisoners confined for offences of a 
veneral description; to preserve good Order and 
Discipline; to prevent Breaches of both, by 
Soldiers and Followers of the Army, and to 
punish on the spot, on the same day, those whom 
they may find im the immediate act of committing 
Breaches of good Order and Military Discipline ; 
Provided, that the punishment be limited to the 
necessity of the case, and shall accord with the 
orders which the Provost Marshals may from time 
to time receive from the Commander of the Forces 
in the Field, and that whatever may be the crime, 
the Provost. Marshal or his Assistant shall gee the 
offender commit the act, for which summary 
punishment may be inflicted, or if the Provost 
Marshal or his Assistant should not see the offender 
actually commit the crime, but that sufficient 
proof can be established of the offender's guilt, a 
Kteport shall be made to the Commander of the 
‘Army in the Field, who is hereby empowered to 
deal with the case as he may deem most conducive 
to the maintenance of good Order and Military 
Discipline. ‘The duties of Provost Marshals being 
limited to the punishment of offenders whom they 
may detect in the actual commisi:n of any crime, 
the General Commanding the Forces in the Field 
will cause them to exercisse the powers entrusted 
to them in such manner and under such circum- 
stances as he may consider best calculated to 
prevent and instantly to repress crimes injurious 
to the Discipline of the Kast India Company’s 
Army and the Public Service. 


Trials by European Courts Martial, 
ArticLe (01, 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every peraon amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers; and should he make such claim, the 
Court, whether General, Distriet, or Garrison, or 
Regimental, shall be composed of European Com- 
missioned Officers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to the Governor 
General of India in Council by a General Order 
to authorize the Native Troops of any of the 
Presidencies to claim to be tried in like manner 
by European Courts Mactial.

When any Officer or Soldier, or any person 
receiving public pay drawn by any Officer in 
charge of a Public Department belonging to the 
Army, may die, or be killed in the service, the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Party. or 
Officer in charge of the Department, shall, if no 
Heir or Executor be present, secure his Effects, 
and direct an* inventory thereof to be taken, a 
duplicate of which is to be lodged in the Office of 
the Adjutant, or Officer in charge of the Depart- 
ment. 

* Articie 163. 


If there he no Heir or Executor on the spot, the 
Iffects are to be publicly sold; the Commauding 
Officer of the Regiment or Party, or Officer in 
charge of the Department, after discharging the 
debts of the deceased, viz. the expense of Funeral 
Ceremonies, his Debts in Camp or Quarters, and 
Regimental Debts of every description, shall 
account for the residue to the Lleir or fleirs 
declared by Will, whether written or verbal, or 
nominated in the Regimental Register, or im 
failure of such to the legal representative of the 
deceased; and in the event of no Executor, Heir, 
or other representative of the deceased attending 
aud establishing his claim within twelve months 
from the date of the casualty, the amount in the 
hands of the Officer having charge of the Estate, 
is to be remitted to the General Treasury at the 
Presidency.

ArticLe 104. 


The Effects of Deserters are to be publicly sold, 
and the proceeds after payment of Regimental 
Debts, remitted hy the Officer Commanding the 
Corps to which the Deserter belongs, to the Gene- 
tal ‘Treasury at the Presidency, or appropriated 
according to the rules obtaining at such Presi- 
dency.

All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to the Commander in Chief, shall 
be construed to extend to the Commander in Chief 
at any Presidency, and to the Officer Commanding 
the Forces for the time being at any Presidency, 
unless when otherwise provided. 


All powers and provisions contained in these 
Articles relating to Soldiers, shall be construed to 
extend to Non-Commissioned Officers, unless when 
otherwise provided. 


ArricLe 106. 


When any portion of the Troops belonging to 
one Presidency shall be serving within the limits 
of another Presidency, such Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, during such service, under the 
orders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Presi- 
dency -within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of these Articles of War,.in the same 
manner as though they belonged to such Presi- 
dency; and all the provisions of these Articles of 
War, which relate to the trial and punishment of 
‘offenders belonging to the Presidency within which

Pfovided always, that it shall be lawfal for 
the Governor General in Council in his executive 
capacity, to direct that the ‘Troops, or any part 
thereof of any Presidency, whilgt serving without 
the limits of anch Presidency shall continue under 
the orders and authority of the Commander in 
Chief, or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the 
Presidency to which they belong for all purposes 
of these Articles.

Any Officer Commanding any portion of the 
East India Company’s Troops which may at any 
time be serving in any place out of Her Majesty's 
Dominions, or of the Possessions or Perritories 
which are or may be under the Government of the 
said Company, or of the ‘Lerritories of those 
States in alliance with the sad Company in which 
the said Company’s Forces are permanently 
stationed, shall, upon complaint made to him of 
any offence committed agamst the property or 
person of any inhabitant or resident iu any such 
countries, by any person serving with or belonging 
to the Company’s Army, being under the imme- 
diate Command of any such Officer, summon and 
cause tu assemble a General Court Marttal, which 
shall consist of not less than three Officers, for the 
purpose of trying any such persyn, notwithstand- 
ing any such Officer shall not have received any 
Warrant empowering him to assemble Courts 
Martial; and every such Court Martial shall have 
the same powers in regard to summoning and

Any Officer or Soldier thinking himself wronged 
by his Superior or other Officer is to complain 
thereof to the Commanding Officer of his ‘Troop 
or Company, by whom if the grievance be not 
redressed, such Officer, Non-Commissioned Officer, 
or Soldier, may complain to the Commanding 
Officer of his Regiment, who is hereby required to

exceeding seven days; removal from Staff situa- 
tions or acting appointments ; or may order Soldiers 
to be employed in piling and unpiling shot; and 
in cleaning accoutrements of men in Hospital; 
but none of these descriptions of punishment shall 
be awardable by Sentence of a Court Martial. 
And a Commanding Officer may award solitary 
confinement not exceeding seven days. 


Provided that Soldiers in confinement shall be 
liable to be ordered to attend ordinary drill. 


ARTICLE 113. 


Any Officer, or Soldier, who shall be taken 
prisoner by the Enemy, shall forfeit all claim to 
pay ard allowances during the perivd of his 
remaining a prisoner and until he shall again 
return to the service; when, if he can establish, 
before a Court Martial, that he was unavoidably 
taken prisoner in the course of eervice, and resist- 
ed as long as he was able, and that he hath not 
served with or assisted the Enemy, and that he 
hath returned as soon as possible to the service, 
he sball be entitled to receive either the whole, or 
such portion of his arrears of pay and allowances 
as the Government of the Presidency ta which he 
may belong shall determine, after the opinion or 
finding of such Court Martial shall hava been 
confirmed by the Commander in Chief. And 
every Officer or Soldier in imprisonment under the 
sentence of a Court Martial, or a commuted 
sentence, or under the sentence of a Court of 
Criminal Judicature, shall, during the term of 
such imprisopment, receive subsistence only, to 
the amount of his pay proper, according to the 
rates of Pay granted to Officers and Soldiers of 
the Bengal Arniy. 


SECTION VI. 


Mode of dealing with offenees not Military. 
Anticte 114. 


In all places within the jurisdiction of any Civil 
Judicature, established by appointment of Her 
Majesty or ofthe said Company, Officers and 
Soldiers accused of capital crimes, or of violence, 
or of offences against person and property, punish- 
able by such Civil Judicature, shall be delivered 
over to a Magistrate to be proceeded against 
according to Law. 

And all Officers and Soldiers are hereby requir.” 
ed to asaist the Officers of Justice in apprehending 
and securing any person so accused, 





Crimes to be tried hy Courts Martial where no regu- 
lar Criminal tribunals exist. 


AnrticLe 115. 


In any place within the limits of the Charter of 
the East India Company, whether in or out of the 
British ‘Territories, where there may be no Civil 
Judicature appointed by Her Majesty or the said 
Company for the trial of persons accused of offences 
ordinarily cognizable by Civil Tribunals, such 
offences when committed by Officers or Soldiers 
shall be cognizable by Courts Martial.

A person who may have been tried for any 
offence by a Court Martial under the authority of 
these Articles of War, shall not be tried for the 
same in any other Court whatsoever, and no 
person who shall pave been acquitted or convicted 
of ,any offence by a Court of Civil Judicature shall 
be punished by a Court Martial for the same, 
therwise than by Cashiering or Dismissal from 
the service. 

Articur 156, 


The Regulations at present in force at any 
Presidency, by which the office and powers of 
Commissariat Officers, or Officers in charge of the 
Police, or Superintendents of Bazars, are defined 
and controuled; or by which Punchayets are 
constituted and guided; or by which jurisdiction 
is given to Courts Martial over offences committed 
by persons amenable to the Articles of War, within 
certain limits beyond or around Cantonments; are 
hereby declared to be in full force, and the same 
shall continue to be observed at the several Presi- 
dencies respectively. 





SECTION VII. 





Application of the Articles, 
ARTICLE 157. 


All Officers and Soldiers, all Drivers, Farriers, 
‘Trumpeters, and Drummers; all unattested Re- 


cruits; all Hospital Attendants, Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons, Native Doctors, and Dressers; all Arti- 
ficers and Labourers, Suttlera, Followers, public 
and private, or others attached to or serving with 
any part of the Army, are to be governed by these 
Articles and subject to trial by’ Courts Martial. 


Provided, that persons of European descent, 
(whether on the side of their father or mother) 
professing the Christian religion, shall not be 
amenable to these Articles; but if belonging to 
the descriptions mentioned in this Article, (and not 
being Her Majesty’e natural born subjects born in 
Europe, or the childeen of such subjects,) shall 
be tried and punished in the same manner as 
persons are why are subject to the Mutiny Act and 
Articles of War in force for the better government 
of the European Officera and Soldiers 1a the Ser- 
vice of the [ast India Company. 





Promulgation of the Articles. 


Articte 158. 


These Articles are to be translated into the 
several languages of the different Presidencies, and 
the parts following, viz. the second Section, toge- 
ther with the following Articles in other Sections 
which are marked with an* (Asterisk), viz. 2, 4, 
75, 738, 80, 102, 103, 120, and LI1, are to be read 
once every three months at the head of every 
Regiment, Troop or Company mustered in the 
service and to every Recruit at the period of his 
attestation.
